Before the doors were opened at 2 
o’clock there was a string of waiting carriages 
extending south for a block along the Lake 
Shore drive, and by 3 o’clock, though the 
doors were open and there was every facility 
for admitting guests quickly, the line of 
carriages had grown in length until it reached

Rare Articles Offered for Sale and Brill- 
jant Gowns Worn by the Ladies. 

La Belle France, in the beautiful salon 
where Mrs. Paliner receives her friends, was 
housed as daintily as a piece of sevres in a 
satin case. The room ifgelf ia in the French 
style of Louis XVL, with rococo ceiling and 
floor of mosaic done in ceful patterns of 
French flowers with a bérder-éf fleur-de-lis, 
The walls and ceiling entirely in white 
and gold. 

The various tables are scattered along the 
sides of the room, leaving the center open for 
the crowds to pass from the main portion of 
the house to the new part, and each is deco- 
rated in some pretty shade to correspond with 
the color of the room, .

The picture is 
pre-Raphaelite in style, and embossed gold is 
used in the halos and in the drapery. 

There is another old painting in Venetian 
style, on copper, which is particularly fine.

BEAUTIFUL SPANISH DECORATIONS, 


They Mark the Court Yard Transferred 
from the Andalusian Land. 

One of the chief features of the féte is the 
Spanish court-yard which is arranged in the 
art gallery. To this large room, which is 
82x70 feet, there are two entrances—one from 
the east through a large Moorish portal and 
another from the south through a colonnade 
of three arches, also Moorish in design. 

The walls of the room have been covered with

which are scattered about the floor are 
young: ladies clad in Spanish attire, and 
mingling with the crowds of visitors 
are musicians with guitars and mandolins. 
There are many small things which give so 
much character to the scene that one may al- 
most imagine himself transported to the coun- 
try of the guitar, the castanet, and tambourine. 
In one corner is the gypsy encampment with its 
tent with its fortune-teller and the tripod with 
a kettle hanging overa fire. Over one of the 
booths is the sign of the three Bs—bueno, 
bonito, barato — meaning, of course, 
that the merchandise is good, beautiful, and 
cheap. In another place hangs a barber’s 
sign of a char dish, and on the wall are 
posters one of which announces in Spanish 
that Manzantini, the king of bull-fighters, will 
fight to the death five selected bulls in the 
grand Plaza de Toros, Friday, Nov. 9. 1892. 

* The decorations and effects in this room 
were designed by the artist Eagar Cameron 


and executed. under his direction. In the’ 


painting he was assisted by Victor Smedley 
and scenic artists from McVicker’s and the 
Schiller Theaters.

OONVIOTS IN THE PENITENTIARY 
HARD TOSUBDUB = 


Seventy-four Rebel Against the Imposition 
of Increased Tasks for Disobedience 
and Aid Is Required from 8t. Lonis— 
The Men Are Finally Got Under Con- 
trol, Handcuffed, and Placed in Solitary 
Confinement—Other News of the North- 
west. 


Sr. Lous, Mo., Dec. 7.—| Special. ]—Nearly 
a hundred of the convicts in the Chester (III.) 
Penitentiary have rebelled against the man- 
agement of that institutiön, and a report 
reached this city yesterday that serious 
trouble .was anticipated before they were 
again forced into submission. A telegram was 
received by the Simmons Hardware company 
Tuesday night asking that firm to send to the 
penitentiary ali the handcuffs they had in 
stock. John J. Wvodlock, an employé, was 
sent to Chester early yesterday morning with 
100 pairs. He returned last night and tells this 
story: 

„ was in Chester but a little while and did 
not learn the extent of the mutiny. When I 
delivered the handecuffa to the Warden 
he immediately called out all the 
men who had refused to obey the or- 
ders of the guards and strapped the bracelets 
to their wrists. There were seventy-four in 
all. They had all been placed together, before 
my arrival, in a big iron cell and the worst 
ones strapped down to the floor, and were be- 
ing guarded for fear that they might get loose 
and attempt to break out of the walls. 
When the handcuffs were put on them their 
hands were tied up over their heads and I left 
them in that condition, Of course they can- 
not bear to remain in that position very long, 
and I imagine they have long ago given in and 
have consented to obey future instructions. 

It seems that about forty of the worst men 
who had given the management considerable 
trouble of late had their daily tasks increased 


dast Saturday as a penalty for their bad con- 


duct. They refused to perform any 
more work, and got other convicts to 
join in with them in the rebellion. 
Then they were locked up together and given 
nothing to eat. I presume, however, that 
everything will be working smoothly there to- 
morrow. The Wardenexpected the convicts 
to give in, and said thatif they did not he 
would try some other remedy to make them.”’ 


MILWAUKEE CONCERN IN TROUBLE, 


Receiver Appointed for the Equitable Build- 
ing and Loan Association. 

Mriuwavukesz, Wis., Dec. 7.—[Special. |—The 
Equitable Mutual Building und Loan Associa- 
tion, formerly of La Crosse and now of this 
city, is in the hands of a receiver. Three of 
the officers of the association are missing, and 
it is alleged that they have overdrawn their 
accounts to the extent of $21,000, leaving the 
association with large liabilities and no assets. 
Judge Ludwick in the Supreme Court today 
appointed Ernest E. Smyth as receiver of the 
association on application of William Dave- 
laar, who charges gross mismanage- 
ment on the part of the officers of the 
association. In his complaint Mr. 
Davelaar, who is a stockholder in 
the association, states that the association was 
organized in La Crosse in 1889 and that it 
was removed to Milwaukee in May last. 
Since its organization he charges that the re- 
ceipts have been $52,113.47. He alleges that 
three of the association’s officers, J. M. 
Smith, J. L. Getmgn, and C. C. Van Arx, the 
last named the manager of the association, 
have left the State and an examination ot the 
accounts show that they have overdrawn 
$21,000 belongimg to the association. There 
is due to members on shares already matured 
$9,254.78 and to borrowers $4,600, but there is 
no money in the treasury to pay them. Mr. 
Davelaar further alleges in his complaint that 
D. W. Jackson, the Vice-President of the 
company, was arrested Oct. 29 for defrauding 
Chauncey Sheldon out of $2,500 and that he 
is now out on bail pending his trial.

Miller—Clara Allen Arrested. 

Omana, Neb., Nov. 7.—[Special. }|—Dick 
Beslin and George Hayes, the gamblers ar- 
rested for the murder of Mayor Miller, were 
this evening released, the County Attorney 
stating that the evidence was _insuffi- 
cient. Clara Allen, the woman who swore 
she saw Miller murdered, was arrested on the 
charge oi perjury after, the hearing today. 

Dr. Somers, City Physician, testified that 
the elongated wound on the side of Mayor 
Miller's head was caused by the 
plosive force of the powder. 
produce this effect the weapon 
have been held close to the head. 
regard to the absence of powder marks. He 
said that this was generally noticeable in 
cases of suicide where the weapon was held 
close to the head. The fact that Miller’s eye 
was thrown completely out of its socket must 
be attributed to the same cause. 

Dr. T. A. Berwick of South Omaha had 
been Mayor Miller's physician for about 
three years. About three mouths ago he con- 
sulted him in regard to trouble in his head. 
He found that the Mayor was suffering 
from melancholia, and ordered him 
to leave is business and take 
a rest. Miller had called at 
his office nearly every morning after that and 
asked to have a hypudermic injection of mor- 
phine administered. as he was so nervous that 
he did not feel like work. About two weeks 
before his death the Mayor came into his 
office and noticing a skull on the mantel took 
it down and said: 

Now, supposing a man wanted to kill him- 
self or somebody else where would be a good 
place to shoot?“ 

The witness replied that most anywhere 
would do. Miller then took the skull in his 
right hand and placed his finger on the left 
temple and then felt for the same place on his 
own head. Exactly at the place indicated on 
this occasion Miller was shot. 


FARMERS WILLING TO PAY FOR ROADS 
What the Hoosiers Want Is Roads Over 
Which They Can Safely Travel. 

Inpranaporis, Ind., Dec. 7.—[Special. |— 
Muddy highways and how to convert them 
into good roads continued to be the theme 
discussed at the second day’s session of the 
Indiana Road Congress today. No attempt 
will be made to get down to business until to- 
morrow. There isastrong conservative party 
present that declares any reform that carries 
atax will defeat the party which may take 
itup. The more progressive farmers, how- 
ever, those who are not in politics, unite in 
‘affirming that the farmer wants better roads 
and that he is willing to pay his share toward 
securing the same. From the statement of 
Deputy Auditor Johnson of Marion County it 
appeared that in 1892 the total road tax col- 
lected in Indiana was $2,269,675. From an- 
other source it was shown that the 40,000 miles 
of roads in Indiana could be put in good 
condition for $800 per mile, an expense of 
$3,200,000, or $1,000,000 more than is already 
being paid in road tax. This would be ata 
cost of $2.50 per acre the State over, and dis- 
tributed over a period of ten years would 
cost land owners but 25 cents an acre each 
year. 

It was argued that to bring about a change 
would require some radical legislation, where- 
upon C. A. Robinson of Shelby County, a 
prominent Populist, exclaimed, “Any effort 
to tamper with our law will result in

THE VAST PROPERTY PLAGED N 
TRUST TO BE KEPT INTAOT. 


Lion’s Share Goes to the Eldést Son, Who 
II Also Empowered to Vote the Proxies 
on All of the Properties—Special Be- 
quests Few and but One of Large 
Amount—Provision by Which Marriage 

of One of the Heirs Contrary to the 
Wishes of the Others Lessens His Share. 
Nzw York, Dec. 7.—[Special.]—A full ab- 
stract of the last will and testament of Jay 
Gould, which was read to his family Tuesday 
night at No. 579 Fifth avenue by Judge Dil- 
lon, was given to the press this afternoon by 
order of the executors, George J., Edwin, 
Howard, ana Helen M. Gould. The lion's 
share of the vast estate goes to George J. 
Gould. He gets a round $5,000,000 in cash and 
securities, an equal sbare of the residuary 
estate, and is expressly given the control of 
the proxies of all the securities. George’s 


‘eldest boy, little Jay Gould, is the only grand- 


child put down for a bequest. He gets 8500, 
000 in cash, 

Not 4 servant or friend is remembered and 
not a cent left to religion or charity. In the 
special bequests Miss Helen Gould gets the 
family residence, No. 579 Fifth avenue, and 
its contents, and also has the use of the place 
at Irvington, with $6,000 a month to keep it 
up. She is expected to keep a home for Anna, 
Frank, and Howard until the youngest comes 
of age, when Lyndhurst ” will go into the 
general estate. 

Edwin is the only other child to have a spe- 


cial bequest. He gets tho house No. 1 East 


Forty-seventh street, with its contents. Mr. 
Gould's sisters and brother get $25,000 apiece 
in cash and an annual income each of $2,000 
for their lives. The remainder of the great 
property, the full extent of which is still a 
family secret, is to be divided into six equal 
parts and the children will receive the in- 
come during their lives. They cannot dispose 
of it except by will of their issue, and if one 
should die without issue the share will be di- 
vided among the remaining children. 
All Affairs Are in Good Shape. 

In spite of Mr. Gould’s great interests his 
executors will find his affairs in very trim 
shape. Something less than two years » 
in conversation with Mr. Connor and Mr. 
Morosini, Mr. Gould remarked: If I should 
die tonight my affairs are in such shape that 
my executors could straighten everything out 
in less than forty-eight hours after my death.”’ 

The value of the Gould estate, though not 
contained in the will, can be pretty closely es- 
timated. It will not fall far short of $100,000,- 
000. His known holdings alone foot up about 
$80,000,000. What are called the kndwn hold- 
ing are these:

Mr. Gould held, in addition to these, about 
$12,000,000 of Wabash stocks, a large amount 
of American cable, perhaps $2,000,000 of Tex- 
as Pacific seconds, some Union Pacific 
and K. T. stock. It was expected by some of 
Gould’s most intimate friends that there 
would be provision in his will for creating a 
university to be called by his name. Before 
the contents of the will were made known to- 
day Mr. Morosini said he thought it was 
probable. 

“I know,” he said. that Mr. Gould some 
time ago had such a purpose. It is generally 
supposed that he was close in money matters, 
but I know that he gave large amounts to 
charity. 

That Mr. Gould selected his own children as 
trustees under the will was a surprise to 
many. None of Mr. Gould’s friends knew 
who the trustees were to be, but thought it 
likely that one or more trust com panies would 
be selected. The idea of putting the property 
in the hands of trustees was that Mr. Gould 
had faith in the future of Western Union, 
Manhattan, and Missouri Paeitic, and feared 
that if his heirs were at liberty to sell at will 
control of these properties might svon pass 
into the hands of others. 

In the will no public reference is made to 
three private memoranda instructing George 
J. Gould to retain the holdi of Western 
Union, Missouri Pacific, and Manhattan in- 
tact for a certain number of years and to vote 
on them as he and his codirectors think best. 
They are not to be sold either at public sale or 
private bargain. 

Will Fix the Value of the Estate. 

Bernard de Tinney is the probate clerk in 
the Surrogate’s office and the Gould will will 
pass into his hands when filed. He said to-

ay: 

When Mr. Gould’s will ie brought here for 
probate there must be under the Inheritance 
Tax law an affidavit accompanying the peti- 
tion for probate. affidavit must show 
among other things the estimated value 
of real property in the State, the estimated 
value of the personal property of which the 
deceased died possessed, the amount or value 
ofeach legacy, and the estimated value of any 
real property devised. I think that affidavit 
will come pretty close to showing the exact 
value of Mr. Gould’s estate, and it will prob- 
ably be the first authentic evidence on the sub- 
ject. The heirs can come here ig person or by 
attorney as they choose, but I remember that 
when Mrs. Gould’s will was probated Mr. 
Gould and his sons came here in person. The 
original will must remain on file here for at 
least one year. 

Speaking of the will the Times says: 

The whole intent, purpose, and endeavor of the 
willis toward concentration. The property is 
held in trust as long as possible; it is 
td be bequeathed by the legatees to 
their children only. or be  divid- 
ed among surviving brothers and sisters ; 
an attempt is made to make the heirs 
marriages a matter of partnership concern under 
penalty of heavy forfeiture, and in all cases of 
disagreement George J. Gould’s opinion is to rule 
absolutely. George J. Gould is the central autbor- 
ity among the children and his mind will manage 
the Gould estate. 

The original will is dated Dec. 24, 1885, 
during the lifetime of Mr. Gould’s wife, Helen 
D. Gould. It made various provisions for 
her benefit, which failed of effect by reason 
of her death before the death of her hus- 
band. And in consequence of her death Mr. 
Gould Feb. 16, 1889, executed the first codicil 
of his will, making such changes as became 
necessary by the death of his wife. A second 
and third codicil to his will were executed 
Nov. 21, 1892. 

Taking the will and codicils together the 
fcllowing is an accurate and full summary of 
the scheme and provisions thereof:

CLAIM HE DENIES THE PENTATEUCH. 


The Fifth Charge Against Dr. 
Argued by Dr. Birch. 

New York, Dec. 7,—It was nearly 2 o’clock 
when Dr. George W. F. Birch resumed the 
reading of his argument to prove the heresy 
of Charles A. Briggs. When recess was taken 
yesterday the Chairman of the Prosecuting 
committee had presented his case so far as 
the first three charges were concerned, 
The fourth charge was stricken out by 
the Presbytery last week and the 
argument was accordingly taken up in sup- 
port of the fifth, This charge, unlike its 
predecessors, is specific. Dr. Briggs is ac- 
cused of teaching that Moses is not the 
author of the Pentateuch, which teaching is 


Briggs 


contrary to the direct statements of holy 


scripture and to the essential doctrines of the 
standards of the church.” A formidable array 
of scripture edicts were adduced in the print- 
ed charges to show the falsity of Dr. Briggs’ 


theory. Dr. Briggs said: 

Dr. Briggs’ biblical study had not a ghost of 
an excuse for publication. He maintains that 
one must study the Bible in the original, but if 
the authori version is insufficient waat are 
unlearned people to believe? The theory of in- 
spiration as taught by the defendant is a denial of 
inspiration. It took a perfect man to exhibit 
a perfect God, and it takes a  overfect 
Bible to reveal a verfect Christ. The only au- 
thority on the authorshipof the Pentateuch is 
the Bible itself. If Moges did not write the Pen- 
tateuch no Jew can be blamed for rejec 
Christ. If Moses did not write the Pentateuc 
Christ himself is dishonest. 

Dr. Birch then took up the charges that Dr. 
Briggs has taught, that Isaiah is not the au- 
thor of one-half the book that bears his name. 
Much greater any Sang in the writing of 
Hawthorne, Walter Svott, and of Dr. Briggs 
himself. He said: 

The Prosecuting committee do not oppose con- 
scientious criticism of the Bible, for that book 
itself says Search the scriptures.’’ But the crit- 
icism of Dr. Briggs suggests universalism. The 
committee are just as anxious that Dr. Briggs 
should be acquitted if his teachings are ortho- 
dox as they are that he should be convicted if his 
doctrines are contrary to scripture, 

When Dr. Birch had concluded his long argu- 
ment Col. McCook announced his intentson to 
prove the heresy of the theories of Dr. Briggs as 
expounded in the inaugural address by showing 
their effect upon practical Christianity. The ap- 
proach of the closing hour interrupted the Colo- 
nel’s argument and he will continue it at tomor- 
row's session. 

When the case goes tothe jury the presbytery 
will sit with closed doors. Each member, as he 
votes on the charges. may give reasons for his 
vote. All of these reasons are stenographically 
reported and go to makeuptherecord in the 
case. Many of the Presbyterians are provided 
} > vest pocket speeches, which they expect to 

eliver. 

There are 130 members of the court end each 
has the right to explain his vote on each charge. 
As there are twelve divisions of the charges upon 
which separate votes must be taken it follows 

there are 1,500 possible speeches to be deliv- 
ered before a verdict can be reached. It does 
not seem possible, considering that there are but 
four sessions open each week with three hours 
to each session, that tne result of the Briggs trial 
will be known before the middle of January. 


PROF. SMITH EXPECTS TO BE CONVICTED. 


Judgment in the Heresy Case May Be 
Rendered Today. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 7.—The Smith heresy 
trial is nearing the end of the portion which 
will be open to the public. Prof. Smith 
closed his argument today, presenting in 
strictly logical form his view of the case and 
summing up with the claim that the commit- 
cee had failed to show anywhere in his writ- 
ing or teaching anything to justify a verdict 
of guilty.” 

The Rev. Dr. McKidben for the Presecution 
committee began his final argument. He 
likened the efforts of the higher critics toa 
sun who insisted against his father’s wishes 
and arguments to take away the founda- 
tion which had suppo his house 
and substitute a new kind upon 
which no house had ever been built. 
As the father objected, even so far as to eject 
his son from his house, sv the presbytery, be- 
lieving in the firmness of the foundation of its 
faith in the scriptu should not hesitate for 
the good of the church to eject any modern 
builder who would destroy it. 

When the arguments are closed tomorrow 
the court in executive session takes the case 
for j ent.

The presbytery 
was divided before the trial „ the lines 
were quite closely drawn, the changes 
made by the progress of argument, while ap- 
parently in Prof. Smith’s favor, are not suffi- 
cient to carry a verdict in bis behalf.

| DOWNING AS OTHELIO

HE APPEARS AS THE MOOR AT THE 
HAYMAREET, 


Not as Satisfactory in the Role as in Others 
in Which He Has Appeared During 
His Engagement in Chicago—Frederick 
Mosley Weak as Iago—Miss Eugenie 
Blair as Desdemona—Madame Modjeska 
an Ideal Rosalind—News of the The- 
aters. 


Robert Downing and his company presented 
“Othello” at the Haymarket last night. Fa- 
miliar as he may be to Chicago audiences in 
other roles, it was his first introduction in the 
character of Shakspeare’s grand creation— 
the Moor. The inclement weather appeared 
to exert an evil effect upou the audience in 
point of numbers as well as in spirit, and the 
players could gain little inspiration from the 
non-committal manner in which the piece 
was received. 

It is no more than just to say that Othello 
is not nearly as well adapted to the actor 
and his support as are “ Virginius” and his 
other stock tragedies. Mr. Downing possesses 
virility and the power of expressing impas- 
sioned emotions, but he is manifestly lacking 
when he attempts the more constrained ex- 
pressions of feeling. This is true quite as 
much in the lack of mobility in his features 
as in the delicate shades of his declamation. 
The scene in which the. Moor, with drawn 
cimeter, interrupts the fight between Roderigo 
and the drunken Cassio was admirably done, 
and no less may be said of the demand which 
follows to learn from lago the name of the 
guilty one. 

In the following act, however, where, by 
delicate insinuations, Iago leads the Moor to 
suspect Desdemona of unfaithfulness, the 
actor was much less satisfactory in the por. 
trayal of the tenderer sentiments of love and 
their contention with his increasing sus- 
picions. 

Iago is perhaps the most crafty and subtle 
of Shakspeare’s villains, yet, notwithstanding 
the apparent study that had been put upon 
the part, Mr. Mosley failed to satisfy 
in the role. His was a craftiness that 
at best was forced and unnatural, and while 
not faulty to the extent of becoming irksome, 
it was not up to the standard of the Iagos 
that have been seen on Chicago stages earlier 
this season. 

Mr, Price gave a fairly satisfactory rendi- 
tiop of Cassio. although he failed to invest 
nearly the force in the strong lines of the part 
that opportunity offered. Immobility inter- 
fered with his portrayal of despair that fol- 
lowed the realization of his offense in the 
drunken scene, 

Miss Blair as Desdemona displayed a pos- 
itiveness and conciseness in the part, although 
the role is by no means her best. If she failed 
always to enact the wife of the 
Moor, she certainly looked it, for the cos- 
tumer had been kind to her in his work. It 
is to be questioned, however, whether the 
best taste was exercised in robing the women 
in the cast in gowns of such modern fashion- 
ing. The other members of the cast did 
nothing to require especial commendation.

The exquisite epilogue to As You Like 
It“ was spoken by Mme. Modjeska while the 
audience received it breathlessly. People did not 
go to the Chicago Opera-House to show them- 
selves off, so all the boxes were not occupied, but 
a large and attentive assemblage witnessed the 
most poetical interpretation of Rosalind that the 
stage of this generation can boast of.

Modjeska presents; and just because 
it is not sufficiently of the earth earthy that it 
cannot be appreciated by Anglo-Saxoas as it de- 
serves. Her Roseland has the shade of sadness 
which all poetical conceptions must have, else 
they are false to universal truth.

Mr. Otis Skinner was a somewhat modern and 
prim Orlando; yet it was easy and dashing and 
everything but antiquely romantic.

The Duke 
of Mr. Rix Peyton Carter was picturesque in a 
Western prairie sense. Miss Annie E. Proctor 
sought to make a character of Audrey. Why? 
Surely audiences no longer require to be tickled 
like bumpkins of Shakspeare’s time. The Celia 
of Mrs. Beamont Smith was inobtrusive.

BRECKINRIDGE WOULD BE SPEAKER, 


He May Enter the Race Against Crisp— 
Other Possible Candidates. 

Wasaineron, D. C., Dee. 7.—[Special. ]—W. 
C. P. Breckinridge of Kentucky is a half-way 
candidate for Speaker of the House. He 
already has the support of Cousin Cliff 
Breckinridge of Arkansas. The understand- 
mg before the opening of the present Congress 
was that he wanted then to enter the field but 
could not get the support of the Kentucky 
delegation, who would have preferred Mc- 
Creary had they decidéd to put any candi- 
date in the field at that time. It is said that 
Mr. Breckinridge now has an idea that he 
might sueceed in getting President-elect Cleve- 
land to look with favor on his candidacy, and 
that if he can get any encouragement from 
that quarter he will make a contest for Mr. 
Crisp’s chair. From the present outlook it 
does not seem probable that such hopes will 
be realized. 

Mr. Wilson of West Virginia was asked to- 
day what there was in the story that he, or 
Bynum, or Breckinridge of Kentucky was to 
be selected as a candidate for Speaker against 
Wr. Crisp. Mr. Wilson said he did not know 
anything about it, except a lot of general talk 
he had heard. Certain men, he ‘said, had 
spoken to him and he presumed that they had 
spoken to the other two, but he did not know 
that the proposition had taken any definite 
shape as yet. In fact, hedid not know any- 
thing in particular about it. ’ 

* Democrats profess to believe that the 
bill introduced by Gen. Hooker of Mississippi, 
fixing the meeting time of Congress for March 
5, will pass. But the Hooker bili won't pass, 
because it is a mere device for avoiding the 
necessity of an extra session. If it became a 
law there would be an extra session in fact, 
and the new * would be down upon 
President Cleveland before he could turn 
around in the White House. The Democrats 
who are opposed to an extra session in any 
form will not agree to the Hooker propos: 
tion. 


SOUTHERN CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 


Hatch's Anti-Option Bill Decidedly Unpop- 
ular in That Section. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—j Special. |— 
Representative Boatner of Louisiana, in an 
interview, has this to say about a live subject: 
“In my part of the South there has been an 
extraordinary change of opinion regarding the 
Anti-Option bill. I was one of the six mem- 
bers from the entire South who voted against 
the measure in the House. It was thought 
that I would be defeated for reélection on this 
vote, but if one should go over my district 
today with a fine-toothed comb I do not be- 
lieve he could find more than 100 persons who 
now favor the bill. Mr. Hatch has accom- 
plished more harm to the cotton interests in 
the South by the introduction of that bill than 
he can ever repay. Should the measure be- 
come a law I believe that the price of cotton 
would fall off one cent a pound. 


STATISTICS FOR BLOOMINGTON, 


Census Bureau Tells Us of the Wealth and 
Industry of That City. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—| Special. ]— 
Statistics of manufactures for Bloomington, 
III., issued by the Census Bureau, show that 
the number of industries during the last de- 
cade to have been 45 and establisfiments 188. 
Capital invested aggregated $2,874,141, and 
2,524 employés received $1,261,045 in wages. 
Material used cost $2,025,540, miscella- 
neous expenses were $223,941, and 
the value of the product was 34.081, 
001. The population is now 20.484. 
The Assessed valuation of property is 8, 
987,739, and the municipal debt has decre 
from $221,463 to $171,075. There are six foun- 
dries and machine shops with an aggregate 
capital of $483,187; four flouring and 

ist mills with $135,552; four planing mills, 

08,550; four brick and tile establishments, 
$87,600: seven carriage and wagon factories, 
$54,450; twelve printing establishments, $238,- 
739; seven saddlery and harness establish- 
ments, $121,308; nine tobacco and cigarette 
factories, $61,864; and five patent medicine 
and compound establishments, $109,311. 


P. & GROSSCUP APPEARS TO LEAD. 


Contest for Judge Blodgett’s Seat Narrowed 
Down to Six Applicants. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special.]— 
Judge Blodgett’s successor is giving the Presi- 
dent a good deal of trouble. It has not been 
hard to scan the list of fifteen so as to reduce 
the eligibies to half a dozen. The trouble 
comes in picking out the best man of the half 
dozen. The President has stated sharply his 
infignation that a judicial position of this 
kind should be sought after as though it were 
an ordinary political office to be filled on 
political considerations. The standard he has 
set in making. judicial appointments ought to 
have been a hint, yet it was disregarded by 
the overzealous friends of some of the candi- 
dates. The main offenders are not given, but 
they will probably know who the President 
has in mind in his criticisms. 

As far as can be gathered tonight P. S. 
Grosscup is in a decided lead among the candi- 
dates from Chicago. The support of the At- 
torney-General’s office is one of the reasons 
but it is not the only one. It has been found 
that the supporters of nearly all the other 
candidates take kindly to Mr. Grosscup as a 
second choice. Both the President and the 
Attorney-General have been struck with this 
fact, while Mr. Grosscup also aprons to have 
the pretty general support of the bar. If in-

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the Amount Will Be Much Greater 
than the Revgnues—May Be a Small 
Cut Down by Reason of Close Paring— 
Condition of the Treasury—Harter 
‘Wants the Sugar Bounty Removed— 
For a Pacific Harbor. 
prepared by the clerks to the House and 
Senate Committees on Appropriatious shows 
that the estimates for regular annual and 
permanent appropriations for the fiscal year 
1898-94 aggregate $505,861,335—an increase 
over the estimates for the cyrrent fiscal year 
of $15,929,241, and over the appropriations 
(exclusive of deficiencies and miscellaneous) 
of $17,375,260. The appropriations, however, 
included $21,164,216 for rivers and harbors, 
for which no estimates are made, The total 
estimated revenues for 1894 aggregate $490,- 
121,365, including $85,121,365 estimated postal 
revenues, 

This leaves an excess of estimated appro- 
priations (exclusive of deficiencies and mis- 
cellaneous) over estimated revenues of $165,- 
739,969, and by deducting from the estimated 
expenditures $48,600,000 for the sinking fund 
an excess in estimated receipts over estimated 
expenditures is figured of $82,860,030. The 
appropriations never equal the estimates, but 
on the other hand no deficiency or miscel- 
laneous appropriations are included in the 
estimates. The estimates do not include any- 
thing for rivers and harbors, on account of 
which the Chief of Engineers said that $58,064,- 
950 can be profitably expended. 

Representative Wilson of West Virginia 
offered today for reference to the Committee 
on Rules the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Ways and Means 
be authorized and instructed to inquire and re- 
port as to the present condition of the Treasury 
and the future probable revenues under the ex- 
isting laws, and to that end the committee is par- 
ticularly instructed to ascertain the amount as 
near as may be that was * for payment of 
pensions prior to June 30, 1594; the amount of all 
unexpended appropriations and the amount re- 
quired to complete works now authorized by 
Jaw; the items of the sums to the credit of dis- 
bursing officers; the items of probable revenue 
between this date and June , 1894, and the 
dates at which the same will be collected by the 
Treasury, together with all other facts which 
may be useful to show the present and fature 
condition of the Treasury. 


FOR LAKE ARMAMENT. 


Secretary Foster Recommends That a New 
Arrangement Be Made. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 7.— The President 
today, in answer to a resolution, transmitted 
to the Senate the report on the agreement be- 
tween the Uaitede States and Great Britain 
concerning armameat on the great lakes. The 
resolution called explicitly for an opinion 
froin the State Department as to whether the 
arrangement of 1817 is now held to be in 
force. The Secretary of State in his report 
today states that the correspondence ex- 
changed in 1864 shows that it is so regarded. 
It does not appear, he says, that any British 
or Canadian vesseis are now or have been for 
many years stationed in the lakes. The re- 
port says: 

No information has been received as to the 
number, tonnage, and armament of British 
revenue vessels stationed in these waters, but it 
has been recently stated on the authority of a 
report to the Treasury Department that two 
vessels for the Dominion Government have been 
constructed at Owen Sound, Ont., and that 
although styled “revenue cutters” and destined 
to suppress sm ling on the St. Lawrence River 
and the lakes they are in reality capable of 
adaptation to naval purposes. 

Additional weight is perhaps lent to this latter 
aspect of the report by the precautions that ap- 

ar to have been taken to guard them from pub- 

ic inspection. The dimensions of the locks in 

the St. Lawrence River canals exclude the en- 
trance into. the lakes ot any vessels exceeding 
nine feet draft or 200 feet in length; and the only 
vessels borne on the British naval list which ap- 
pear to be capable of passage from the deep 
seas to the lakes are some forty-three tugs 
drawing eight feet and armed with rapid firing 
guns. As between the two countries the arrange- 
ment of 1817 is to be regarded as still in existence 
and only terminable in good faith by six months, 
notice of abrogation on either side. The circum- 
stances and form of the original arrangement of 
1817 show it did not purport to be more than a 
record of an understanding mutually reached by 
the two governments for reciprocal regulation of 
a matter within the administrative competence 
of each. The question of the spirit which con- 
trols the understanding of the two great govern- 
ments is today of vastly greater importance to 
their interests than any narrow contentions re- 
specting its literal observance. 

It seems most desirable now, in view of the long 
lapse of time and the vast changes wrought in 
these and other no less important regards, that 
the arrangement now wn obsolete in practice 
and surviv in the letter only asa declared 

drantee of international peace should be mod- 
ified to fit the new order of things and with such 
adaptation to the exigencies of the future as 
prudence may forecast. 


FOR A PACIFIC DEEP-WATEK HARBOR 


Engineers Talk of the Relative Merits of 
San Pedro and Santa Monica. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., Dec. 7.— The report of 
the Board of Army Engineer officers ap- 
pointed to make an examination of the rel- 
ative merits of San Pedro and Santa Monica 
Bays at the site for a proposed deep-water 
harbor on the Pacific slope was today sub- 
mitted to Congress. The board reports that 
it 1s unanimous of opinion that the location 
selected by the Board of Engineers of 1890 at 
the present anchorage at the westerly side of 
San Pedro Bay under Point Permin is the 
more eligible location for such harbor in 
depth, width, and*@ipacity to accommodate 
the largest vessels and the commercial and 
naval necessities of the country.“ 

The report of the board estimates the cost 
of the proposed deep-water harbor at San 
Pedro Bay at $2,885,324. In considering the 
relative advantages of the locations suggested 
the board says the proposed harbor should 
not be primarily a port of refuge but a port 
of commerce. object, it says, is to pro- 
vide a fine harbor for the foreign trade, which 
will become of great importance, and that the 
coasting trade is a matter of secondary im- 

rtance. Contrasting the harbors of San 

edro and of Santa Monica it says 
the deep-water entrance of the San Pedro 
hatbor is about one and a half times 
as wide as the eastern entrance of the Santa 
Monica harbors and has a much bettar offing. 
The Santa Monica harbors are free from hid. 
den danger3, but in San Pedro harbor there 
is a rock covered by eighteen feet of water. 
This rock is not in the line of approach of 
vessels and is not considered a serious danger, 
but its removal is regarded as desirable. 

Should the Nicaragua Canal be completed 
the board says it is predicted that there will be 
a great increase in the fruit production of 
Southern California, and for this prospective 
traffic San Pedro will have the advantage of 
less sailing distance. 


FOR INDIAN TERRITORY CHANGES. 


Senator Vest Makes His Resolution a Text 
for an Address on Abuses. 

Wasurneotor, D. C., Dec. 7.—The rather un- 
usual circumstance of having a Jewish rabbi 
offer up prayer in the Senate chamber was 
witnessed today. Dr. Joseph Silverman of 
the Temple Emanuel of New York was intro- 
duced to the Vice-President by Chaplain 
Butler and invoked the divine benedic- 
tion. The first item of business that came 
before the Senate was the presenta- 
tion of the Treasury report on the financés, 
and that was followed by a message 
from the President transmitting, in compli- 
ance with a resolution of April last, informa- 
tion on the subject of the agreement between 
the United States and Great Britain as to the 
naval forces to be maintained by either power 
on the great lakes. These documents were 
appropriately disposed of. Mr. Hill intro- 
duced a bill to repeal the act of July 14, 1890, 
directing the purchase of silver bullion and 
the issue of Treasury notes thereon.

TO REDUCE THE ENGINEER FORCE, 


House Considered the Bill for That Pur- 
pose—Senate Printing Bill. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Dec. 7.—The interest 
which surrounds the meeting of a new session 
of Congress has worn off, and the House today 
got down to the dull routine of business. A 
bill granting a portion of the Fort Hayes mil- 
itary reservation to the State of Kansas was 
called up for consideration in the morning 
hour, but the House refused to order 
the previous question upon it. Then 
a bill in effect repealing the law 
which provides for a reduction in 
the force of the engineer officers of the navy 
to 170 was brought to the attention of the 
House. Should the bill become a law 
the number .of officers would be fixed 
at 191. Although the measure received 
a majority vote a motion to recon- 
sider was interpolated and no final ac- 
tion was taken. The remainder of the day 
was consumed in the consideration of a lon 
Senate bill relative to public printing an 
binding. The object 4 the measure is to 
economize in the matter of the printing of 
public documents and to facilitate tneir dis- 
tribution. 


AGAINST THE SHERMAN BILL, 


Senator Hill and Representative Williams 
Introduce Resolutions on Silver. 

Wasarneror, D. C., Dec. 7.—The bill intro- 
duced by Senator Hill today to repeal the 
Sherman Silver Purchase act of July 14, 1890, 
excepts the fifth and sixth sections, which do 
not relate to silver coinage. Representative 
Williams has submitted the following in lieu 
of other bills before the House committee, 
having in view the repeal of the Sherman law: 

Sec. 1. That the Secretary of the Treasury is 
directed to discontinue from and after the first 
day of February, 1893, the purchase of silver bull- 
ion authorized and directed by the act entitled 
An act directingthe purchase of silver bullion 
and the issue of treasury notes thereon, and for 
other pur s. Approved July 14, 1890, 

Sec. 2. That after the passage of this act all 
—— received for the redemption of the cir- 
culating notes of nadonal banks shall be placed 
with the Treasurer of the United States to the 
respective credits of the national banks 2 
such deposits, and all the provisions of law sha 
be applicable to such deposits which Were ap- 
plicable to like deposits before the passage of the 
said act of July 14, 1890. 


HARTER WANTS A SUGAR TAX, 


The Ohio Man Introduces a Bill te Sup- 
plant the Bounty Measure, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special.}|—A 
bill whieh will interest every family in this 
country was introduced in the House today by 
Representative Harter of Ohio, the intention 
being to increase the price of sugar. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of the measure after Feb. 
1, 1893, a uniform tariff tax or customs duty 
of one-half of 1 per cent is to be levied and 
collected upon all grades of sugar imported 
into the United States from any part of the 
world. At the same time payments of sugar 
bounty will cease, Mr. Harter is an Ohio 
Democrat of the Jeffersonian stamp, and, ac- 
cording to his autobiography in the Congres- 
sional Directory, his influence politically is 
for conservative, safe measures and against 
radical, unsound, meddlesome legislation. 


GENERAL CAPITAL NEWS, 


The Harbor at Moline Is Not Worth Im- 
proving —Purchase of Silver. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 7.—-[ Special. |—Thirty- 
one reports from the Chief of Engineers on various 
river and harbor improvements were sent to Con- 
gress today by the Secretary of War. Maj. Mac- 
kenzie of the Engineer Corps reports that the last 
surveys and examinations confirm his opinion ex- 
pressed in a report four years ago that the Harbor 
of Moline is not worthy of improvement, as pro- 
posed by the City of Moline.

FANCHER REMOVED AS ASSIGNEE, 


Henry Winthrop Gray Appointed Receiver 
for the Burkhalters. 

New York, Dec. 7.—[{Special.|— President 
Charles H. Fancherof the Irving National 
Bank is no longer assignee of C. Burkhalter & 
Co., wholesale grocers. who failed Oct. 20 
with liabilities of more than $800,000 and nom- 
inal assets almost as great. Ever since the 
failure many creditors have been trying to 
get Mr. Fancher removed, chief among the 
dissatisfied claimants being sixteen banks in 
New York and Boston that held $400,000 
worth of the Burkhalter per. Justice In- 
graham handed down two isions today.

Parisians Interested in M. Paul Bourget’s 
New Romance—Its Success Certain,

Panis, Dec. 7.— [Copyrighted, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—Although Paris is in 
the midst of a great political scandal it is never- 
theless capable of being interested in some- 
thing else. Today Paris is interested in the 
appearance of the romance, by M. Paul Bour- 
get, under the title of Cosmopolis.“ Every- 
body knows that M. Bourget is the head of 
the Psychological school and that he considers 
the study of the sou! far more interesting than 
the study of eternal life. M. Bourget 1s held 
to be opposed to, if not the rival of, the natur- 
alism of M. Zola, The new romance is illus- 
trated in asuperb manner. It marks a new 
evolution applicable to psychological proc- 
esses, It is a painful drama, if comparison is 
possible between what actually is and what is 
14 to be, The romance of M. Bourget 
—Lagain call it a romance —will attract in 
particular the attention of Americans, who 
play an important part in it. 

The scene is laid in Rome, the city of the 

world, which gives a titie to the work. 
Bo rg defends the thesis that in spite of civ- 
ilidat on making manners in high life the 
same throughout the world the original race 
characteristic of each oneinay be found under 
the varnish of civilization, M. Bourget puts 
in Rome a noble Italian lady loved by two 
men, onea Polish nobleman, the other an 
American painter. Surrounding her are an 
old man, a Catholic Frenchman, representing 
the old families of France; a novel writer, 
the representative of new ideas; a German 
Hebrew banker, representing speculation ; and 
an adventurer and millionaire, so often seen 
in Europe. All these persons live in the same 
way, but each has a A morality rosult- 
ing from the race. ven in two young ladies. 
one the daughter of the Italian lady, the other 
the daughter of the Hebrew Baron, a differ- 
ence is found. Both are victims who sacrifice 
their lives, dach in a different manner, which 
gives rise to the mast beautiful scenes ever 
seen in the French literature of the day. 

Americans are represented by the painter, 
Maitland, and a pronounced type of traveler, 
an egotistical woman. .Maitiand and the 
brother of his wife are Americans educated in 
Europe, but having a drop of negro blood in 
their veins, suffering among their country:cen 
from prejudices against the negro. 
prejudices are almost shared by the author, 
who says that Mrs. Maitland and her brothers 
have the characteristics of slaves because of 
atavism. 

Here is the subject matter of the romance: 
Countess Strenio is loved at the same time by 
Count Gorka and the pamter. Maitland 
warns by anonymous letters Countess Gorka 
ok the infidelity cf her husband and Count 
Gorka of the infidelity of his mistress, Count 
Gorka loses his head and intends to provoke 
Maitland, but 1s prevented. Then Mrs, Mait- 
land finds a way to avenge herself 2 in lorm- 
ing the daughter of the Countess Strenio of 
the situation. The girl commits suicide. The 
innocent suffer for the guilty. The other 
personages in the romance continue to live 
without remorse and without danger. 

M. Bourget’s book will have an itamense 
success outside of its high literary value. It 
is amusing, interesting, and painful. The 
whole thesis will bring on a hot polem ical dis- 
cussion. Every person wanting to know more 
of the modern, more of the new way of decid-

THEY INSIST UPON AN AUTOPSY, 


Baron de Reinach“ Body to Be Exhumed 
—Work of the Panama Committee. 

Paris, Dec, 7.—The Panama Canal com- 
mittee today reaffirmed its resolution declar- 
ing the necessity of an autopsy on the body 
of Baron de Reinach. It is expected that the 
government will tomorrow announce its in- 
tention to have an autopsy performed. 

M. Gondron, a former member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, explained to the com- 
mittee today that the check for 20,000 francs 
bearing bis name was given him in payment 
of a debt by Baron de Reinach. 

M. Rondeleux, another former Deputy, who 
drafted the firat report of the Lottery Com- 


‘mittee of the Chamber against the Lottery 


bill, testified that he was so amazed when the 
committee rejected the report owing to M. 
Sanleroy’s change of front that he resigned 
the Chairmanship of the committee. 

M. Humbert, trustee of Baron de Reinach’s 
estate, testified that he had Baron de Rein- 
ach’s room, with all the papers that were 
found in the different banks, sealed up. 

Deputy Faucinnerie, who admitted in the 
Eclair thathe was real payee of the 
check bearing the name of Simeon, declared 
that thetransaction for which he received the 
check was an absolutely correct and honora- 
ble one and involved no, pledge with respect 
to the Panama Canal company, which had no 
need of buying his good will, as he had al- 
ways been in favor of the canal enterprise. 

The members of the committee before ad- 
journment tuday expressed a desire to confer 
with the government immediately after the 
ministerial declarations to learn the govern- 
ment’s intentions before any public decision 
is had. If an interpellation is proposed that is 
likely to frustrate the conference M, Brisson 
will move to suspend the sittings of the Cham- 
ber. 

M. Purquery de Boigserin intends to ask the 
government to apply the laws dealing with 
corruption to the Panama prosecution. If 
the government should consent the trial is to 
be transferred to the criminal courts. 

Gen. Darras Seriously Wounded, 

A party consisting of M, Raynal, Felix 
Faure, Gen. Darras, the Comte Montebello, 
the son of President Carnot, and others were 
shooting at Bois Hallates, near Havre. Ray- 
nal’s gun was accidentally discharged, the 
buckshot seriously wounding Gen. ras.

Braussecs, Dec. 7.—[Copyrighted, 1892, by 
the Press Publishing company, New York 
World.]—There is not an American delegate 
who does not believe that the conference is 
really looking for a chance to disappear. te 
members are talking against time. Prof. 
Andrews speaks tomorrow, Senator Jones 
Saturday, and Senator Allison closes the case 
for the United States. The end may be ex- 
pected this week. An important section of 
the conference holds that Mr. de Rothschild’s 
withdrawal of his plan for a solution of the 
silver question does not debar their further 
discussion, the committee to which the plan 
was referred having presented it for the con- 
sideration of the conference. Today M. 
Sainctellette, a 1 delegate who sap - 
ports the De tbschild plan, with 
the Moritz Levy amendment substi- 
tuting silver for small ld coins, 
held a conference with Sir C. Fremantie and 
Sefior Toca, a Spanish delegate, on the ques- 
tion of putting the amended De Rothschild 

lan to a vote of the conference. Both Sefior 

oon and M. Sainctellette hold that a failure 
of the conference can yet be averted by a 
majority of the delegates recommending 
either the r or the amended Roths- 
child plan. scheme proposed by C. F. 
Teitjen, the Danish delegate, is treated with 
indifference. 

The proposal advanced by Sir C. Houlds- 
worth, though applauded by the pronounced 
bimetallist delegates yesterday, is not consid- 
ered by his colleagues worth wasting time 
over in discussion, His plan will probably be 
referred to a committee tomorrow and will 
not be heard of again. The uncertain attitude 
of the French delegates is influencing 
the other representatives whose coun- 
tries belong to the Latin Union, It has 
been a cause of complaint other mem- 
bers who are desirous of frank opposition to 
or cudperation in the De Rothschild plan com- 
municated these proposals to the French del- 
egates before they were submitted to the con. 
ference and were led to believe that the 
French delegates would support the plan. 
Had they believed otherwise they would have 
= nsidered the question of presenting the 
plan. 

It is the opinion of many of the delegates 
that the French Government does not desire 
the conferenve to decide anything. An inter- 
view has been published here with M. Leon 
Say, the well-known French financier, who 
declared that he thought the attitude of both 
the English and American delegates was a 
deplorable one, especially as to the Americans, 
who appeared to be without any definite pro- 
posals. M. Say could not understand why 
the British as practical businese-men wanted 
the assistance of France in a matter which 
was their own concern. In regard to the De 
Rothschild proposals M. Say declared that 
they solved nothing, and he added that he 
thought the deliperations of the conference 
would end in nothing. M. Say's remarks de- 
fine the action of the French delegates, who 
criticise everything that is said it the confer- 
ence or in committee, but who suggest noth- 
@, exchange, 

opinions among the delegates havs be- 
come sharper and more clearly defined, the 
partisans of the single and double standards 
proving more irreconcilable as the discussion 
develops. Delegate Henry W. Cannon of 
America has asked the committee to discuss 
the propusals of the American delegates as 
stated to the plenary conference. M. Monte- 
fiore Levi, the President of the conference, 
opposes the committee's proceeding to discuss 
the American proposals. He bases his objec- 
tions on the ground that the committee was 
appointed to discuss a special question on ref- 
erence from the conference, and that the 
American proposals are related to funda- 
mental principles that would better come 
within the conipetence of the conference. A 
majority of the committee concur in the 
opinion of President Levi.

AHLWARDT’S COUNSEL WITHDRAWS, 


The Court Refuses to Admit Evidence—The 
Angry Attorney Fined. 

BaRLux, Dec, 7.—During the progress of the 
trial of Rector Ahlwardt the court refused to 
allow the admission of certain evidence that 
Ahlwardt’s counsel proposed to submit. 
Counsel for the defendant thereupon an- 
nounced that he withdrew from the 
case, as the bench would not 
allow him to adduce the evidence 
necessary to clear his client from the charges 
made against him. This action caused a 
sensation in the court. The Public Prose- 
cutor characterized the conduct of the coun- 
sel as most unseemly demanded 
that the court punish him with the greatest 
rigor. When Ahlwardt’s counsel heard this 
he ostentatiously collected his papers and loft 
the court-room. The presiding Fallen fined 
the counsel 100 marks for improper behavior. 

The court refused various applications of 
Ahlwardt, and the evidence was declared 
closed. spite the Public Prosecutor's op- 
position Ahlwardt’s request that the hearing 
adjourn until tomorrow to enable him to pre- 
pare such defense an was made difficult by his 
counsel’s withdrawal from the vase was grant- 
ed. The withdrawal of Ahlwardt’s counsel 
caused great excitement in Berlin. The 
Judge’s arbitrary rulmg makes Ahlwardt, 
hitherto considered a second Jack Cade, a 
martyr. 


SPANISH CABINET RESIGNS. 


The Cortes Votes No Confidence on the 
Municipal Scandal Question, 
Maprip, Dec. 7,—Premier Canovas today 
asked the Chamber for a vote of confidence 
on the government’s action in the municipal 
scandals, The Chamber rejected the request 
by a vote of 129 to 121.

The fact m, 
however, that for three weeks the Rook Island 
company has been sending ials of prominence 
and otherwise all over its line with a view to in- 
timidating some men and brib others. For 
example, in one or two cases they have given cer- 
tain of the employés an increase of pay, while 
they have diem | a number who have declined 
to withdraw from the order. In addition to this 
they have been working in an underband and dis- 
honorable fashion. When they learned that we 
were striving for equal hts with the oper- 
ators on other soads and that a committee 
had been appointed they made a canvass among 
the hands — in the telegraphic service, 
their object being to secure a committee which 
they could practically regard as a committee rep- 
resenting the company rather than the men, that 
is, they named certain men known to those to 
whom they spoke and asked if a committee made 
up of those men would be satisfactory. With the 
members of that committee which they named 
they had of course arranged matters in a way 
quite satisfactory to themselves. 

The employés, not knowing that a regular com- 
mittee chosen in the ordinary way was already in 
existence, consented to the company’s proposal.

We have plenty of funds, and every 
single man who quits the service of the 
Rock Island will be placed upon the 
salary list of the organization and 
will receive just the amount of money be is being 
paid by the company. hether the strike lasts 
for days, weeks, or months that will be the rule 
followed. It is impossible for the com any te 
replace the old and well-tried employés. We 
have money at our back, and we will have public 
sentiment when the public becomes fully aware 
of the facts. 

Insplred with Confidence. 


One thing which inspires the committee 
with more than ordinary confidence is the 
fact that they have settled all disputes be-

Uruguayans 
slung the frontier are joining their ranks and 
have brought with them 3,000 Mazer rifles. 
The Uruguayan Government has 1,000 men

infantry, two batteries of artillery, 
and a squadron of cavalry.

GODDARD AND MAHER TO SETTLE 
THEIR DIFFERENOES. ~ 


The Australian Is Favorite, but Maher 
Has Many Supporters The Winner Will 
Become a Claimant for the Heavy- 
weight Championship—Munger Declares 
Against the Cash Prize League to Con- 
trol Cyeling—Jim Corbett Arrested for 
Debt in Boston—Sporting News.

Joe Goddard of Australia will fight to afinish 
unfler Marquis of Queensberry rules. 

Goddard has been training hard for a 
month past and is reported to be in superb 
shape, barring a slight attack of rheumatism 
in his right leg. 

Goddard is the, wealthiest man among all 
the fighters of today; with the possible excep- 
tion of Jim ‘Corbett. He was a contractor in 
Australia before he took up pugilism asa 


trade and has $50,000 in an Australian bank. 


He backs himself in all his fights and asks no 
financial aid from outside sports. A few days 
since he offered to wager , OOO against $1,200 
that he would win, and the offer was not ac- 


cepted. 

Goddard has had a brilliant career in the 
ring, having eagaged in forty fights and never 
having suffered defeat. 

His most notable battle was an eight-round go 
in Australia with Peter Jackson. He all but 
stopped Jackson. It must be admitted that the 
big negro was in no condition, having diesipated 
considerably during his stay in the antipodes. 
Since Goddard arrived in this country he has 
fought and whipped Joe McAuliffe and Billy 
Smith. He is not a scientific fighter, but is game, 
and, being a glutton for punishment, will never 
stop until he has been completely knocked out. 
While in Australia he stopped Choynski twice in 
four rounds, so that he must be a remarkably 
stiff puncher. 

Goddard weighs 184 pounds, He declares that 
should he win tonight he will post a forfeit and 
give Corbett one year to cover it. Failing to 
secure a match he will claim the championship. 

Peter Maher missed being the world’s cham- 
pion by a fluke. Before his fight with Fitzsim- 
mons he had posted a forfeit to meet Sullivan 
and the latter anno that he would give the 
Irishman a chance if he won his fight from 
Dempsey’s conqueror. It will be remembered 
that in his fight with Fitzsimmons the Irishman 
landed a swinging right-hand blow in the first 
round that nearly put the Australian to sleep. 
Fitzsimmons happened to be near the ropes when 
the blow was received and as he reeled the ropes 
straightened him up and a moment later the 
gong sounded, Had be been in the middle of the 
ring the blow would have knocked him down 
and he would have been counted out without 


oubt or question. 

Had this result been attained the match with 
Sullivan would have arranged and Maher 
would bave won, as any big, strong boxer could 
have beaten the Sullivan who faced Corbett in 
the ring at New Orleans. That would have made 
him champion and he would now be the pugilistic 
idol of this country. 

Fitzsimmons, however, recovered from the 
blow and going on beat the Irishman. who left 
the ring not ony defeated but with the stigma 
resting on him of being a coward. He has an o 
portunity to wipe this out tonight and will — 4 
ably embrace it. 

e has an even chance to win. He is strong, as 
clever as Goddard, and can punish just as much. 
Whether he will stand the roughing as well as 
the Australian remains to be seen. n his will- 
ingness to do so depends his chance to win.

MUNGER OPPOSED TO CASH PRIZES. 


The Chicago Cyclist Will Have Nothing to 
Do with the New League, 


In the world of cycling there is no racing man 
more pronounced in his hostility to the cash 
prize league project than Munger. 

It is his plainly expressed opinion that the 
league will not be a success for a longer period of 
time than a couple of years. Munger has a 
multitude of sound reasons for opposing this 
much talked about scheme. First of all he as- 
serts, as a man who has lived in the public eye 
steadily for the last year and therefore must 
know whereof he speaks, that it will be impossi- 
ble for the promoter of the cash prize system to 
find performers so evenly matched that the 
public may look confidently to see the order at 
the finish varied. 

Let me suppose that Zimmerman, Windle, and 
Tyler will join the new league,” he says in sup- 
port of his proposition. “These men now stand 
as the fastest in the world. Now, it naturally 
follows that they will always occupy the first 
three places at the finish—that is, if the races are 
fairly contested. How long do you imagine the 
public will be content to witness such a tame 
spectacle? Or how long do you think the littie 
fellows, seeing that they have no chance of grab- 
bing off better than fourth place, will stick to a 
game which to them is so unprofitable? Now the 

men will travel in company. They cannot 
go off pot-hunting on the side because the small 
towns will not be able to afford cash prizes. 
Therefore I am not far out of the way in assuming 
that it will not take very long to weary the pub- 
lic of the spectacle of the same men fin- 
ishing in the same order all the time, If the 
cash prize men would rivet the public interest 
they must obtain new men. they can 2 
— good riders to leave the amateur fo! 
y making it worth their while—in other words, 
by paying them, It will be an expensive game to 
eep up. 

But there's another and equally serious ob- 
jection to. be wedged against tne scheme, con- 
tinued Munger. Those who are most interested 
in this cash prize league are men who are not 
even remotely connected with the cycle trade. It 
does not need any wisdom to rve that 
trade and the sport are interdependent. How, 
then, will it be possible for the mannfacturers to 
benefit their own business by aiding the cash 

rize scheme, especially siuce it is declared and 
ndisputably known that it will not be profitable 
to give cash prize meetings in small towns? The 
manufacturers are quite well aware that the suc- 
cessful conduct of a meeting in a small town is to 
them of valuable assistance. It gives them a 
foothold and creates great commercial opportani- 
ties. It is not to be considered that they will 
blindly rush to encourage a project tnat will ben- 
efit them but little, and may, if evil should befall 
the scheme, work incaiculable harm. So you will 
observe that from the very outset the trade—at 
least such part of it as cannot secure the services 
of the very best riders—must of sheer nécessity 
antagonize the cash league. To me it is plai 
that the venture cannot last long, and therefore 
will not belong to it.“

His investments began soon 
after be arrived, and largely as a result of these he 
leaves a fortune estimated at $2,000,000 r. 
Derby took pride in the South Di- 
vision of Chicago and his influence was 
thrown on the side of many improvements. 
The movement to extend Michigan avenue from 
Thirty-ninth street to Sixty-third street engaged 
his attention, and it was largely due to his efforts 
that the street was finally opened. 

Mr. Derby was a member of the Chicago His- 
torical Society. He was a regular attendant at 
the annual reunions of the old settlers until 
failing health overtook him. His relations with 
many of the most prominert of the old residents 
were of the closest character, and to these he per- 
haps was better known than to the younger gen- 
eration. Mr, Derby was a plain, simple man. He

Change in Conditions, 


The estimated receipts are based upon condi- 
tions prevailing 2 to the late election. Public 
opinion having decreed a change of policy, par- 
ticularly in the tariff laws. the altered conditions 
resulting there render it impossible at the 
present time to estimate the annual income with 
any marked degree of accuracy, and it is impos- 
sible to predict the effect that such proposed 
radical changes would have upon the future reve- 
nues of the government.

Inability to Keep Up the Gold Supply. 


One of the embarrassments to the Treasury, in 
the opinion of the Secretary, is the inability, with 
the limited amount of cash on hand above the 
$100,000,000 reserve, to keep up a sufficient gold 
supply. When the demandcomes for the exporta- 
tion of * the Treasury is called upon to fur- 
nishit. if this demand should prove to be as 
large the com year as it has been for the last 
two years, goldinthe Treasury would be dim- 
inished to or below the reserve line. In the bank 
act of 1882 Congress gave expression to its belief 
that $100,000,000in gold was a suitable reserve; 
by providing that whenever the amount of gold 
in the Treasury should fall below that sum the 
issue of gold certificates should cease, In 1885

It should be remembered that since 1882 we have 
added to our silver circulation the sum of $259,- 
016.182 in standard silver dollars coined under the 
old silver act of 1878 These dollars are nearly all 
outstanding, and largely represented by silver 
certificates. We have also increased the legal 
tender paper circulation by issuing about $120,- 
000,000 of the Treasury notes, authorized by the 
act of July 14, 1890, and to this we are adding 
about four millions each month in payment of 
silver bullion purchased. 


Reserve Shall Be Increased. 


It is true that silver certificates are not redeem- 
able in gold and that the Treasury notes of 1890 
are redeemable in coin, but since it has been de- 
clared to be the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals, silver and 
gold, on a parity with each other, it is obvious 
that this large additiom to our circulation has in- 
creased the possible charge upon our gold reserve. 
In view, therefore, of these increased and increas- 
ing liabilities, the reserve in the Treasury for the 

emption ef the government obligations should, 
iu my opinion, be increased to the extent of at

Monetary Conference. 

As early as the month of April, 1891, investiga- 
tion was un by this department to ascertain 
the state of public sentiment in Europe regard- 
ing the propriety of an agreement to hold a mon- 
etary conference of representatives of the lead- 
ing nations on the subject of the money uses of 
silver. Upon the ascertainment that the leading 
nations were favorably dis d to the hoiding of 
such a conference the U States addressed 
an invitation, through the State Department, to 
the governments of Europe, of Mexico, and 
Turkey. All of the countries to which this in- 
vitation was add — By conference 
with them, after considerable delay occasioned 
by a variety of causes, Brussels, Belgium, was 
agreed upon as the place and Nov. 22, 1392, as the 
time for the conference to assemble. This confer- 
ence is now in session; as yet little is known as to 
what its action may be beyond the general fact 
that the subject of the better use of silver as a 
money metal is receiving its earnest attention. 
Whatever may be the outcome of the conference, 
it is safe to predict that a clearer idea will be had 
of the views and purposes of the countries repre- 
sen 

Report on National Banks. 


The report of the Controller of the Currency 
gives complete and detailed information as to the 
organization, condition, and management of all 
active and failed national banks during the year 
ended Oct. 31, 1892, One hundred and sixty-three 
banks, with an aggregate capital of $15,285,000, 
were organized during the year, 53 went into vol- 
untary liquidation and 17 became insolvent, leav- 
ing a net increase of 93 for this year. the new 
banks organized Aab — about one-half 
were west of the Mississippi River and W per cent 
were in the Southern States. The total number of 
banks in operation Oct, 31, 1892, was 3,788, having 
an aggregate capital of $693.868,665, and surplus 
and undivided profits of $340,524,179. The total 
amount of individual deposits was 51.

sources, $3,510, The national bank circula-

Having all the government forces in those waters 
under one command has worked satisfactorily, 
and the duties have been iently performed.

M assistance has been given, as usual, by 
the revenue marine to the Life-Sa Service. 
Boats, stores, and supplies have been transported 
end delivered at stations off established routes of 
travel and difficult of access except by special 
conveyauce. The distance cruised while perform- 
ing these services agaregated 10,370 miles. The 
expenditures on account of this service for the 
year ending June 30, 1892, were $975,551.29, of 
which $20,448.88 was spent in re the law 
regulating the anchorage of vessels in the bay 
and harbor of New York. The personnel of the 
revenue marine consists of commissioned 
officers and 843 pilote and enlisted men. For the 
details of the operation of this service reference 
is made to the chief of the bureau. 


Lighthouse Service. 


The number of light stations was increased 
from 852 to 883. Four first-class ‘lightships have 
been finished and placed on stations on the At- 
lantic coast. The number of buoys. spiadles, and 
daymarks was increased from 4,715 to 5.034 during 
the last fiscal year. The appropriation for buoy- 
age for the last fiscal year was $330.000, a sum al- 
together insufficient to meet he demands of com- 
merce. The number of lights on the Western 
rivera remain practically the same as last year, 
and the average cost of each per year is about 
$17 


‘ 
Marine Hospital Service. 


The report of the Supervising Surgeon-General 
of the Marine Hospital Service shows that during 
the fiscal year ended Jude 90. 1892, the total num- 
ber of cases treated was ‘53,610, of which number 
16.022 were t#eated in hospital, the remaining 
being oifice or dispensary patients. Tnere were 
1,344 pilots examined for color-blindness, of which 
number sixty were rejected. Nine hundred and 
six surfmen and keepers of the Life-Sav.ng Serv- 
ice were examined, of which number sixty-four 
were rejegted for physical causes. Two hundred 
and thirty-one seamen of the merchant marine 
were examined, before shipment, as to their phys- 
ical fitness, and eleven were rejected. 

The quarantine service of the Marine Hospital 
Bureau has been marked by great activity during 
the last summer and fall, owing tothe threat- 
ened invasion of cholera into the United States. 
As early as July Sacircular was issued calling 
attention to the prevalence of tbe disease in Ras- 
sia, and requiring disinfection of all articles from 
infected places, and laying restraint upon vessels

Location of Quarantine Camps.

Engraving and Printing. 


The work of this bureau is steadil 

from year to.year. The number of deliv- 
ered — the year 1892 exceeded by slightly 
more than 13 cent those for 1891. which were 
the largest — a period of fourteen year prior 
thereto. The work delivered during rep- 
resented a value of $863.000,000. The method of 
printing by relief plates has been perfected and 
continued during the year, and out of 13,400 
sheets of this class of Reames delivered during the 
year 9,208,500 were printed by this process, at a net 
f $131,648.40. It is expected that all of 
the stamps of this class will be printed this 
process during the year 1893, at a saving of $164,- 
000. With a view of improving the condition of 
the notes while in circulation they have been, 
for several months during the last year, sub- 
jected to a bath of size, such as is used paper- 
makers in finishing paper, which restores the 
sizing and finish destroyed by repeatedly wetting 
the paper for the several plate-printings. This 
makes a decided improvement both in the ap- 
pearance and wearing quality of the notes. 


Public Buildings. 


At this date there are 297 conipleted public 
buildings: 9 in course of construction or exten- 
sions and repairs under special appropriations or 
for which sites have been selected but not yet 
paid for or remain to be selected, of which num- 
ber condemnation proceedings have not yet been 
determined for the acquisiuon of property for 
sites for two, and pares of the purchase money 
has not yet been m for the property seleted for 
sites of seven, and sites have not yet u se- 
lected. but soon will be selected for three, and 
land additional to the site has not been selected 
for one. 

During the year ending Sept. 90, 1 there was 
expended for public buildings .

District of Columbia. 


The net expenditures on account of the District 
of Columbia for the fiscal year 1892 were $6.331,- 
960.56. The net revenues deposited in the Treas- 
uryon this account for the same period were 
$2,967,044.71. On July 1, 1891, there were due 
and 2 $2,490,200 6 per cent bonds and 
$276,7 7 per cent bonds, msking a tctal of 
$2,766,900. There have deen issued during 
the fiscal year $27,100 of the per 
cent bondsin satisfaction of judgments of the 
Court of Claims. Under the provisions of the 
act of Congress approved March 3%, 1591, the 
Treasurer issued and sold on July 1, 1391. $2,400.- 
000 of the 3.50 per cent bonds at a premium of 
0.531 per cent, realizing the sum of $2,412,744, 
which was applied to the redemption of the bonds 
maturing that date, leaving 851.200 to bo ab- 
sorbed by the sinking funds, resulting in a net re- 
duction of the bonded debt during the fiscal year 
of $366,900. and reducing the annual interest 
charge $34,781, The net reduction of the bonded 
debt since July 1, 1878, is $2,973,250, and of the an- 
nual interest charge $262,120,72. 

At the close of the fiscal year 1891 the net sur- 
plus arising from the sale of bonds in which the 
retention from district contractors was invested 
was $25, During the fiscal year 1892, in set- 
tlement of the accounts, the sum due the con- 
tractors is in excess of the amount realized from 
the sale of bonds, showing a net loss of $4,289.69, 
reducing the surplus at the close of the fiscal year 
pe a we has been made in

Is Dismissed by a Young Woman. 

Mrzwavuxes, Wis., Dec. 7.—(Special.]— 
Three members of a Milwaukee law firm have 
incorporated a new company to which hes 
been transferred a large portion of the Hygeia 
Spring company’s property at Waukesha. 
Although the officers of the company deny it, 
it is believed that tne organization of the new 
company means another attempt, probably 
through a State charter, to secure a pipe line 
threugh Waukesha to connect the Hygeia 
company’s spring with the pipe line now being 
built to Chicago. The new company has been 
named the Wisconsin Water company, and 
accurding to the articles of incorporation ite 
shipment of the Hygeia Spring water. The 
capital stock is $100,000 and the principal 
stockholders are Frank M. Hoyt, Charles 
Quarles, and F. T. Smith, all of them being 
connected with the law firm of Quarles, 
Spence, Hoyt & Quarles, of this city. Mr. 
Hoyt is President, Mr. Quarles Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Mr. Smith Secretary and Treasurer. 
— asked about the new deal, Mr. Hoyt 
said: 

“Tt is true that a corporation known as the 
Wisconsin Water company has purchased cer- 
tain rights of the Hyyeia Spring company at 
Waukeshaand will conduct business there. We 
will probably make some improvements in 
the property we have secured. No, sir, the 
new deal does not affect the Chicago piping 
scheme one way or the other. new com- 
pany will not at present undertake to supply 
Chicago with the water. Further than that 
there is nothing to say at present. 

The announcement that the new campany 
haa secured a large part of the original com- 
pany’s proprietary rights is somewhat vague. 
There is an air ot mystery about the deal and 
further developments will be awaited with 
interest. It will not be surprising if the 
new company should secure through 
the Legislature which meets next month 
such legislation as will overcome the present 
laws and oppvsition and * them to 
build a pipe line through Waukesha. Work 
on the pipe line between Chicago and Wauke- 
sha is still in progress and so far as known 
it will be continued. 

A dispatch from Waukesha states that the 
Hygeia peepie are organizing under the State 
law in order to obtain a charter. At Wauke- 
sha there isa suspicion that the old owners 
of the spring have organized the Wisconsin 
Water company in the nope of acquiring 
rights that they did not under 
the old organization. Under the plea 
that ite object was to transport mineral water 
to Chicago, the company, itis said by some 
people, might secure some of the rights that 
pertain to an ordinary ruilway, such, for iu- 
stunce, as the acquiring of land by condemna- 
tion. The Legislature might be asked to 
grant such privileges. , 

: Suicide of an Indiana Boy. 


Bert Wilkinson, ason of Dr. J. J. Wilkin- 
son of Orlaud, Steuben County, Ind., was 
found dead this morni in his room at the 
Chicago House, on ells street. Young 
Wilkinson, who was about 25 years of 
age, had killed himself because his en- 
gagement to Miss May Miller, who boards 
at No. 207 West Water street, had been broken 
off by the young woman. In Wilkinsun’s 
room was found the fullowing letter, addressed 
to Dr. J. J. Wilkinson, Orland, Steuben 
County, Ind.: 

Dear Father: Please forgive me for using you 
as I have. have been engaged to this young 
lady for four mouths and she has cariceled the 
engagement. There is no use livi longer, as 1 
am a curse to my people and wyself. Say good- 
by to mother, Hugh, and grandmother. Hoping 
to meet you all in heaven, i remain yours truly,

The young woman to whom Wilkinson had 
been engaged called at the morgue this after- 
noon and viewed the remains. She told the 
Coroner that she had been engaged to the 
young inan, but that she had broken off the 
engagement because Wilkineon was so jealous 
and had become quarrelsome on that acccunt. 
Wilkinson wat at her rooms, Miss Miller said, 
about 9 o’cl_ck last night and endeavored to 
have her reconsider her decision to break the 
engagement. She refused. He did not 
threaten last night to take hia life, but he had 
done so before. He sat down at a 
table and wrote a note on an envelope, which 
he inclused in another envelope and sealed. 
This is the note which was found in his room. 
Then he took a couple of boxes which he said 
contained quinine, and su allowed their con- 
tents. The young woman says there must 
have been at least eight pills in the two boxes, 
and he took ail of them, Soon afterwards 
Wilkinson became violent, and she had to call 
a neighbor to eject him. 


Spendthrift Arrested for Forgery. 


After spending a fortune of about $100,000 
left him less than two years ago by his 
brother, who was a well-known contractor at 
Minneapolis, Joseph Kavanagh is under arrest 
here for forgery. He passed a forged check 
for $20 here last night and was sbortly after- 
ward arrested while playing faro in a gam- 
bling house.

SUIT INVOLVING FORTY ACRES OF LAND. 


Decision in Favor of the Calumet and Chi- 
cago Canal and Dock Company, 

Yesterday Judge Horton decided the suit 
brought by the heirs of Andreas Zirngibl 
against the Calumet and Chicago Canal and 
Dock company involving forty acres of land 
lying between the Calumet River, Lake Mich- 
igan, and Ninety-third street, and said to be 
worth $400,000, Zirngibl was a fisherman and 
lived over the line in Indiana, several miles 
from the land in question, His heirs claim 
that he purchased the land for $160 and put up 
a shanty and fenced it in, In 1855 Zirngibl is 
said to have been murdered, and not until a 
few years ago did the heirs take any move to 
recover the property. The deed was never 
recorded and the evidence failed to shuw who 


the grantor was. 

The Calumet zompany filed a cross bill to 
establish title. It showed that it had a clear 
title to the premises from the government, 
Zirngibl was buried in the land, and there 
were other people buried there, the Indiana 
authorities at one time using the place for a 
graveyard. Since the death of Zirngibl none 
of his heira have ever been in possession, and 
they never leased any portion of the land to 
other parties. The dock company, however, 
occupied a part and leased a portzon of the 
ground and made improvements costing $100,- 
000 or more. During the thirty-five years the 
heirs never paid any taxes, and they were paid 
by the company since 1869. 

Judge Horton held that the complainants 
were not entitled to the land. either under the 
deed or by reason of possession. A decree 
was entered in favor uf the company, finding 
it to be the owner of the land. 

The evidence showed that Charles W. Cole- 
hour secured a contract from the Zirngibl 
heirs by which he was to have a three-fourths 
interest and give them u quarter of what he 
could recover. Colehour claimed that a 
fourth interest was worth $125,000, which 
would make his share worth $375,000. A bill 
was filed in the United States Court which is 
still pending, and according to the evidence 
Edward Roby, the lawyer, was to get one-half 
of Colehour’s share for fighting the litigation. 
Subsequently Colehour sold out his share to 
the Calumet company. 


TYPHOID EPIDEMIC IN ST. LOUIS GROWS, 


Fatalities Increasing and Heroic Measures 
Adopted to Check the Disease. 

Sr. Lois. Mo., Dec. 7.—[ Special. I— The 
death rate from typhoid fever is increasmg. 
There were sixteen deaths reported yesterday 
and fifty during the last three days. A large 
percentage of those reported up to noon to- 
day were from the. same cause. The new 
cases reported in previous weeks are now be- 
ginning toreach the danger line. Reports 
of forty new cases came to the sanitary 
office by mail this morning, a slight in- 
crease over the last two or three days. 
Sanitary Officer Francis cannot decide as to 
tne cause of the disease, and has taken up the 
heroic method of eliminating possible causes. 
He is now trying a new move on the Lowell 
nuisances, aud has refused to issue permits 
for hauling and depositing garbage on the 
grounds of the offending establishments, thus 
compelimg them to shut down for lack of ma- 
terial. The companies will institute manda- 
mus proceedings against the sanitary officer, 
and the whole matter will again go into the 
court.

The Counselman decision practically pre- 
cluded every possibility of securing convic- 
tions in criminal actions against common 
carriers, for the reason that it is exceedingly 
difficult to procure evide nce against the rail- 
roads except through the officers, agenta, or 
beneficiaries of discriminations, whose testi- 
mony must ordinarily be of such a nature as 
to incriminate themselves. 

Last June Special Agent Kretschmar noti- 
fied the commission that there were informal 
cum plaints among shippers’ that the Illinois 
Steel company was deriving illegal advantage 
over other shippers by the device of owning 
and controlling: five switching roads en- 
gaged in carrying coke; and that the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk and the Cincinnati, Saginaw 
and Mackinaw had discriminated in 
favor of certain shippers in  re- 

rd to export freight rates from Chicago to 

ontreal and American seaports. The five 
roads principally involved were the Calumet 
and Blue Island, the Chicago and Southeast- 
ern, the Chicago and Kenosha, the Milwaukee, 
Bay View 28 the Joliet and 
Blue Island. On the export rate complaint 
the Baltimore and Ohio, Big Four, Wabash, 
Pennsylvania, Erie, Michigan Central, Nickel 
Plate, and Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern were involved. 


A Test Case. 


The test was made on the five roads alleged 
to be affiliated with the Illinois Steel company 
and the commission endeavored to find out 
whether the Illinois Steel company owned the 
roads or a majority of the stock in them. 
William G. Brunson, J. S. Keefe, and Will- 
iam Sterling, officers of the steel company, de- 
clined to answer questions or to produce books 
required by the commission. ist rict-Attor- 
ney Milchrist applied to Judge Gresham for a 
rule a the Witnesses to obey the 
com mission. e petition was argued Sept. 
6 by Mr. Milchrist for the government and 
Judge Trumbuil for the witnesses, and the 
case was taken under advisement. 

Judge Gresham’s decision in brief is as 
follows: 

The Inter-State Commeree Commission is an 
administrative and not a judicial body, and the 
important question presented for determination 
is, Can the process of this court be exercised in 
aid of an investigation before sucha tribunal? 
The jurisdiction of the courts of the United 
States is limited, and it is not competent for Con- 
gress to confer upon them authority which is not 
strictly judicial and clearly within the grant 
found in the third article of the Constitu- 
tion. The first section of that ar- 
ticle declares that the judicial power 
of the United State shall be vested ia oae Supreme 
Court and such inferior courts as Congress may 
from time to time establish, and the second sec- 
tion declares that the judicial power shail ex- 
tend to all cases in law and pity arising under 
the Constitution, the laws of nited States, 
and treaties made or which shall be made under 
their authority, to all cases affecting Embassa- 
dors, other public Ministers, and nsuls, to 
all cases of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction. 
to controversies to which the United States shall 
be a party, ete. 

The application of an adminisirative body (and 
we are now considering such an application) to a 
judicial tribunal for the exercise of its functions 
in aic of the execution of non-jadicial duties 
not make a case or “controversy’’ upoa 
which jadicial power can be brought to bear, It 
isnot a controversy between adverse parties 
for adjudication. It is not «a contention 
between litigants brought before a court 
by regular proceedings for the protection or 
enforcement of rights or the prévention, re- 
dress, or punishment of wrangs.”’ The com- 
mission was engaged in investigating charges 
of unlawful discrimination ast certain 
railroad companies and this court is sim- 
ply asked to aid that body in obtain- 
ing evidence, which, it is claimed, will tend to 
support the charge.

' THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 

The ann report by Secretary of the 
Treasury Foster was laid before Congress 
yesterday. Its more important figures were 
embodied in the message of President Har- 
rison. The statement shows a decrease of $32,- 
675,972 in réceipte for the last fiscal year as 
compared with the one preceding, and a de- 
crease of $10,349,354 in the ordinary ex- 
penditures. The available cash balance at the 
close was $120,992,377, and the estimated sur- 
plus of expenditures over revenues for the 
current fiscal year is stated as $2,000,000, Fig- 
ures are given for the next fiscal year, but 
they are based on the supposition that the con- 
ditions prevailing prior to the last election 
will be continued. The Secretary says that 
the inevitable result of the tariff reduction ag- 
itation will be a falling off in importations 
and in revenue, the extent of which no man 
can measure. He adds that all the facts justi- 
fy the opinion that the large increase of re- 
ceipts ascribed to the marvelous prosperity of 
the country under the present revenue sys- 
tem would, if continued, enable the depart- 
ment during the coming fiscal year to meet 
all obligations without the slightest impair- 
ment of its eash, and thereafter continue to 
show a material improvement in its condi- 
tion. As stated by the President he recom- 
mends the repeal of the act of March 3, 1881, 
authorizing the application of surplus money 
to the redemption of United States bonds. 
His reasons for this recommendation are the 
very largo decrease in the national debt already 
effected, and the future probable condition of 
the national finances. 

With the limited amount of cash on hand 
above the hundred millions of redemption 
fund the Treasury has difficulty in keepmg on 
hand a sufficient stock of gold, and if the ship- 
ments continue as large as they have been in 
the last two years the gold in the Treasury 
will be diminished below the reserve line. 
The maintenance of silver at par has increased 
the possible charge upon the gold reserve, and 
the Secretary suggests that the reserve be in- 
creased to the extent of at least 25 per cent of 
the amount of Treasury notes issued or to be 
issued under the act of July 14, 1890, so that 
the reserve will never be less than 5125, 000. 000. 
He hints at an increase of the tax on whisky 
as an easy method of collecting the required 
additional revenue without greater cost. He 
alludes with much satisfaction to the benefit 
which has accrued from the operation of the 
administrative act of June 10, 1890, and rec- 
ommends the appointment of a special com- 
mission for the purpose of codifying and re- 
vising the customs and navigation laws, with 
the adoption of certain changes recommended 
by him in the past. He holds it to be highly 
desirable that there shali be a continuance or 
extension of the present policy of protecting 
our vessels in the foreign trade against the 
subsidized lines of foreign governments, 80 
that we may encourage and build up as auxil- 
iary to a navy a class of powerful steam ves- 
sels constituting an offset to the vast fleets of 
such craft belonging to foreign nations now 
swarming along our coasts. 

The Secretary indorses several recommen- 
dations made by the supervising architect, in- 
cluding the one to secure a permanent founda- 
tion for the public building at Chicago, and 
charges delays in beginning work on many 
new buildings to the failure of Congress to 
provide necessary clerical and expert force 
and to the eight hour law. He reports that 
satisfactory progress has been made in pre- 
paring exhibits for the World’s Fair, and 
notes as manifestly desirable if not necessary 
a change from present methods of disbursing 
public moneys, and in the examination, ad- 
justment, and settlement of public accounts. 
He suggests the employment of a non-partisan 
board, similar in its organization to the Inter- 
State Commission, but limited to an existence 
of, say, three years to revise the system; and 
warmly indorses the system of promotion 
based on efficiency. ; 

In regard to immigration the Secretary 
thinks the prohibitive features of the present 
law can only be made efficient by a rigid ex- 
amination at the points of departure, and 
recommends an increase of the head tax toa 
point which will equatize the cost to that of 
emigration to South America or Australia. 
He says the vigorous execution of the law 
against alien contract labor has called a halt 
in the excessive importatidh of foreign 
laborers under contract. He calls attention to 
the fact that many Chinese find their way into 
our territory, chiefly through Canada, says 
that it is probable a large number of Chinese 
laborers will enter the United States under 
arrangements made for the World’s Fair, and 
notes the apparent determination of Chinese 
now here not to register under the law re- 
quiring them to do so. 


WHY AN EXTRA SESSION IS NEEDED. 

The junior Democratic organ says that

the Fifty-third Congress must be convened im- 
mediately after the 4th of March for the purpose 
of the McKinley tariff. In point of 
fact an extra session of Congress is tne very last 
thing these journals want. 

Tus Tursusz is not a mind-reader and it 
cannot say whether other Republican papers 
which have favored the holding of a special 
session for the purpose of putting the Demo- 
cratic tariff policy in operation as svon as 
may be are sincere or not. The junior organ 
may be the father confessor of those papers 
and thus have superior means of information. 
So far as Im Tanz is concerned it favors 
an early session and quick action on the part 
of the Democrats, for much the same reason 
that it would advise a wan, one of whose teeth 
had to be pulled out, to hurry up and be done 
with it.

NFINED.”

The Populist leaders of Kansas have decid- 
ed that there shall be no inaugural ball when 
their Governor is inducted into office. They 
say in a proclamation which has carried sor- 
row to the hearts of the light-footed girls of 
Topeka: J. 

That the recent political victory was won by the 
plain people of Kansas and was a victory against 
Mammon worship in all its forms was in truth 
but one battle in the irrepressible conflict be- 
tween the people and fashionable society with its 
ostentatious display of power. Inaugural cere- 
monies carried on by fashionable society and un- 
der its ostentation of dress and expense would be 
exceedingly inappropriate and highly distasteful 
to all friends of genuine social and political re- 
form, and, farther. the plain people of Kansas 
who elected the new State officers cannot look 
but with anxiety upon any indication that their 
officers have submitted to the allprements of that 

fashionable society which represents all the ene- 

mies of the common people and based upon wealth 
gained by monopoly constitutes a dangerous lob- 
by about the official it may secure in its meshes. 


It is stated that Mis. Lease is responsible 
for this. This is not unlikely. Women who 
talk are the natural enemies of women who 
dance. It may be that Mrs. Lease’s days for 
cutting other than oratorical pigeon-wings are 
over, and that she begrudges others pleasures 
she can no longer en joy. 

It is a mistake, huwever, on the part of the 
Populists to imagine that dancing, which is 
supposed to be one of the chief amusements 
of a ball, is necessarily and inevitably con- 
nected with fashionable society and ostenta- 
tion of dress. Dancifigis one of the oldest 
and most natural forms of expressimg joy and 
triumph. After a large number of Egyptians 
had been drowned in the Red Sea Miriam, the 
prophetess, took a timbrel and went forth and 
danced, Why should not Mes. Lease, who is 
a kind of Populist Miriam, lead off the grand 
march at an inaugural ball, *‘ skipping like a 
calf,’”’ as the scriptures say, with a tambourine 
in her hand? David, King of Israel, who was 
as great a man in his day as Senator Peffer is 
in this, is also recorded to have danced. The 
aboriginal inhabitants of Kansas always cel- 
ebrated a victory with a dance. Their attire 
was not ostentatious and its expense was 
small. Shortly after the battle of New Or- 
leans. Mrs. Jackson went down to the city, and 
one day, in the presence of a number of 
guests, she and the General danced a good old- 
fashioned break-down for their edification. 
The General and his wite were not fashionable 


people, and what they did the plain folks of 


Kansas can surely do without falling into the 
clutches of wealth based upon monopoly. 

Instead of leaving to their enemies, the 
rich, the pleasant recreation of dancing the 
Populists should rescue it from: their grasp 
as they are going to rescue so many other 
things. They should not allow the polka, 
waltz, and jig to be the exclusive possession 
of the monopolists who wear silk dresses and 
swallow-tailed coats any more than Wesley 
allowed the devil to have all the good tunes. 
They ought to give a bali where the plain 
people could go in their plain clothes, where a 
man would not be obnuxious if he wore cow 
hide boots and stuck his pantaloons in them, 
and where a woman would not be laughed at 
if she had a calico dress and no gloves, There 
should be a supper with an English bill of 
fare and not a French menu, and there should 
be plain, honest, square Populist dances, 
where the participants jumped yp, and 
hopped around, and showed that they were en- 
joying themselves. Such an inauguration ball 
of the people and for the people, with plain 
bread and beef to eat and plain cider to 
drink, would not be a concession to Mammon 
or lead a single Populist astray. The puri- 
tanical edict should be repealed. ‘“ Then 
shall the virgins rejoice in the dance, and both 
young men and old together, as was the cus- 
tom when tle earth was young and monopoly 
had not been invented. 


AN UNNECESSARY JEREMIAD. 

One of the local Democratic papers affects 
to be distressed about the condition of the 
Treasury. Democrats when out of office al- 
ways talk that way. When they get in it does 
not take them long to find out that the books 
balance, that the proper amount of cash is on 
hand, and that the robberies they talk of are 
as imaginary as some of those reported in the 
Chicago papers. Yet, as the deplorable 
state of the Treasury is one of the stock 
phrases of the Democracy, one of its organs 
says with seeming seriousness: 

It is known only that the United States Treas- 
ury is bankrupt: that the surplus of more than 
$100,000,000 left there by the Cleveland adminis- 
tration has disappeared, and in its stead there is 
a large and constantly increasing deficit. The 
Republican looters and plunderers have had full 
sway fur four years, and they have not spared any 
fund that was available for their greedy and 
criminal purposes. Many millions have been 
filched under the pretense of reducing taxation, 
the amounts which once went into the Treasury 
being diverted into the pockets of the favored 
classes, 

It is true that there was asurplusof over a 
hundred millions when Mr. Cleveland went 
out, and there will be a surplus of only about 
twenty millions when he comes in. Yet it is 
rather extravagant language—or it would be 
if used by reasoning beings—to say that the 
Treasury is bankrupt because there is a sur- 
plus of only twenty millions. Other nations 
would think themselves prosperous were they 
similarly afflicted. It appears also that during 
the last fiscal year the receipts have exceeded 
the expenditures by $10,000,000. If the policy 
which the Democrats are going to introduce 
leads to similar results the Treasury will be 
in good condition when they hand it over to 
the Republicans four years henze. 

Some of the reasons why the surplus, against 
the size of which the Democrats used to be in 
the habit of protesting, is smaller than it was 
are stated by President Harrison in his mes- 
sage. One of them is that during the last 
four years the public debt has been reduced 
$259,000,000 and the yearly interest $11,600,000. 
To use a portion of a surplus toward the ex- 
tinguishment of adebt may not be good finan- 
ciering from the Democratic standpoint, but it 
will commend itself to business-men. 

It is stated further by this impassioned 
Democratic sheet that under the plea of re- 
ducing taxation millions which used to go into 
the Treasury have been diverted into the 
pockets of the “‘ fayored classes. 7 It does not 
say who these classes are, but the Presi- 
dent does. He says: 

Under the existing law up to Dec. 1 about $93.- 
000,000 of revenue which would have been colilect- 
ed upon imported sugarsif the duty had been 
maintained has gone into the pockets of the peo- 
ple and not into the public Treasury as before. 

It appears, therefore, that the “ favored 
classes ’’ include all who use sugar. Those 
who do not have been legislated against and 
robbed for the benefit of those who have a 
Sweet tooth. That is certainly wrong, and the 
non-sugar users should rise up and howl. The 
wail of woe of the Democratic sheet was an- 
ticipated by President Harrison and tersely 


answered by him thus: wee 
It there are any who still think that the surplus | 


possess at present. Then they may be able to 
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means an addition to the prosecuting force of 
the State’s-Attorney’s office. More room is 
needed for the courts and for the county ofticers. 
The Recorder’s work is hampered because he 
is not given sufficient space, The work on the 
new Criminal Court Building must be pushed to 
accommodate the courts. As matters stand just 
now, the new County Board cannot appropri- 
ate much more than $200,000 for building and 
repair purposes next year. This year $400,000 
was appropriated for that purpose. The §$200,- 
000 will hardly be sufficient to finish the new 
Criminal Court Building and the hospital pa- 
vilion and to extend the Recorder’s quarters. 
There is only one remedy in sight and that is 
to increase the court fees. This will make 
the offices of the various court clerks more 
than self-sustaining, notwithstanding the in- 
crease in the number of the employés. The 
Commissioners at an early date should re- 
quest the County Attorney to draft a bill in- 
creasing the court fees so that it could be in- 
trodaced early in fhe session of the General 
Assembly and passed. Its passage would not 
only increase the financial resources of the 
county, but it would tend also to check need- 
less litigation. But pending its passage the 
new County Board must insist ou a careful 
and economical administration of affairs or 
the chances of the mem bers for reéiection will 
be rather slight. 


Axornun offender against the ordinances 
forbidding the committing of a smoke nui- 
sance has been fined. This is the first time in 
some weeks that the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke has been heard from, and it is 
pleasant to find that association is still in 
existence. There is plenty of work for it to 
do. Chimneys in the business heart of the 
city continue to pour forth thick volumes of 
dense black smoke, and mutterings have been 
heard from some of the parties who use hard 
coal to the effect that they will return to the 
consumption of the bituminous article unless 
others are forced into line. Undoubtedly the 
heavy fog that hung over the cify the 
last half of November was mostly due 
to the emission of smoke from the 
chimneys at its base. The air was damp, and 
each smoke particle constituted a nucleus 
around which the vapor gathered and formed 
a pall that shut out the sunlight for many 
days in succession, in the absence of wind to 
carry it off. The society should bestir itself 
and complete the victory now more than half 
won, but which will amount to nothing if the 
smokemakers are allowed one by one to lapse 
pack into the barbaric practice of smothering 
the community for the sake of a little saving 
which might be otherwise effected by the 
adoption of proper devices for the prevention 
of smoke. If it be true that the society is 
quiet because of a lack of funds there is an 
excelient opportunity for pecuniary assistance 
by those leading citizens who wish well to the 
movement but have taken no part in it hither- 
to. They could not invest a portion of their 
wealth to much better advantage than by 
contributing a little towards securing 
the purification of the atmosphere 
in whch they have made the accu- 
mulation. It is due the society to say 
there is absolutely no ground for the reckless 
assertion made in court this week to the effect 
that it 1s merely an association for the promo- 
tion of a particular style of alleged sinoke 
consumer. The society has at no time had 
any such pet, and has carefully abstained from 
indicating a preference in the matter. 

Ir Mayor Washburne would from time to 
time summon before him someof his Cabinet 
officers and inquire as to the working of their 
respective departments, whether their assist- 
ants are energetic and efficient, whether the 
work of the department is being pusbed ener- 
getically and to the satisfaction of those who 
are paying for the same, whether contractors 
are obliged to live upto the termsof their 
agreements, and whether the Cabinet officers 
themselves attend to their duties regularly—if 
the Mayor would do these things in a kindly 
and yet in a business-like way, there might be 
a great improvement in the municipal service. 
It will be admitted that such improvement is 
desirable. If, at the same time, the Mayor 
would listen occasionally to the representa- 
tions of the Aldermen and property-owners 
concerning neglected public work—that would 
also lead to improvement. Much more would 
be done in that way than by scores of mes- 
sages to the Council or by newspaper inter- 
views of the kind usually issued from the City 
Hall. Mayor Washburne, no doubt, means to 
do what 1s right and best for the city, and he 
will not fear to spend some time and labor in 
ascertaining what ought to be done to this 
end. Some system, alittle diligence, and oc- 
casional investigation on his part will doa 
world of good. These suggestions are meant 
in the kiudest spirit. 


Amonge the bills introduced in the House is 
one by a Mississippi Democrat changing the 
date uf meeting of a new Congress from De- 
cember to March, If it is passed it will not 
be necessary for Mr. Cleveland to call an ex- 
tra session of the Fifty-third Congress. It 
will meet by law on the first Monday of March 
next. If the Democrats are in favor of this 
bill they can put it through the House without 
difficulty. There is no reason to believe that 
the Republicans in the Senate will vote against 
it, and it is certain that the President will not 
veto it, because he has intimated that he 
thinks the next Congress should meet early. 
It is settled that there will be no tariff legis- 
lation at the present session. It is useless 
therefore for Mr. Springer to waste his en- 
ergies on little pill bills which the Senate will 
not swallow. He should devote them to the 
passage of a bill which will enable him to 
begin the pleasing task of tariff reformer. on 
a grand scale next March. This paper has for 
years insisted that a new House of Repre- 
sentatives, fresh from the people, should get 
to work soon after election, and is therefore 
in favor of the passage of this bill, not mere- 
ly because it will enable the next Congress to 
meet in March, but because it will lead to the 
meeting of all new Congresses at that date.

000 to $100,000 for gas unnecessarily consumed. 
Rerentiy Taz Trrstse called attention to the 
waste of gason the South Side boulevards 
where the gas lamps were lighted every night 
for a month while the electric lights were in 
use, The Council asked for an explanation 
from the Gas Inspector, whose duty it is to 
prevent the waste.

Tun cash balance in the National Treasury 
was reduced $682,483 during last month, with 
a reduction of $884,834 in the heldings of gold 
coin, while the gold certificates outstanding 
increased $2,933,460. The outstanding silver 

‘certificates decreased $1,087,639 in amount, 
while the silver in circulation increased. The 
total circulation is reported as $1,614,790,206 
at the beginning of December, being an in- 
crease of about $87,500,000 in the last twelve 
months. The fact that the actual exports of 
gold in November hardiy exceeded $600,000, 
while the withdrawals of gold from the Treas- 
ury aggregated several times as much, is cited 
as sustaining the belief that business-men and 
bankers have a growing disposition to secure 
in gold a large part of their available reserves 
till such times as the silver problem appears 
to be nearer solution than at present. These 
withdrawals have considerably increased the 
strain due to large payments and issues of 
notes on account of silver purchases by the 
govern ment, 


ALTHOUGH a month has gone by since elec- 
tion day the exact complexion of the next 
Senate is undetermined. The Democrats cer- 
tainly will have 41 members, the Republicans 
39, and the Independents 8, one of whom, 
Stewart, is as yet an uncertain quantity. It 
is impossible to give the politics of the men 
who will be chosen by the Legislatures of 
Kansas, Wyoming, California, Nebraska, and 
Montana.

reports sent out from here that the Pope has 
ignored Cardinal Gibbons and invested Mgr. 


Satolli with absolute power to settle the exist- 


ing differences between Bishops and priests 
are considered too absurd in ecclesiastical 
circles here to even warrant a denial. Dili- 
gent inquiry fails to discover among the 
friends of Mgr. Satolliand members of the 
Cardinal’s household any authority upon 
which can be based the assertion that the 
Papal Legate’s power is greater than that of 
the primate of the American church, It may 
be stated upon the authority of close friends 
of Cardinal Gibbons that he and Mgr. Satolli 
hu ve a perfect understanding about the duties 
to be performed by the latter in this country. 
The impression prevails in clerical circles 
here that Cardinal Gibbons requested the 
Pope t+ send Mgr. Satolli to America to in- 
vestigate the troubles resulting from Cahens- 
lyism and the dispute between 1 
Corrigan and Dr. McGlynn which has cau 

so much scandal in the church. 

The Cardinal is a diplomat, not an autocrat. 
He had quietly investigated the matters ot 
contest and arrived at the conclusion that the 
only way to avoid an open rupture, which 
might even lead to a division in the American 
church, was to have the disputes arbitrated or 
adjudicated by a special emissary from the 
Vatican, whose recommendations or decisions 
could not be construed as showing partiality 
to either side of the parties in dispute. Mgr. 
Satolli will take no action without con- 
sulting the Cardinal primate and first 
reporting to the Pope. The idea of the 
Rope delegating his supreme powers to any 
one else is considered preposterous. Of course 
Mgr. Satolli, as he himself says, has been em- 
2823 by the Pope to investigate and 

ecide without appeal the existing con- 
troversies, But it was Cardinal Gibbons who 
caused him to be invested with this power, 
and, whatever disposition is made of the cases 
of McGlynn and Father Corrigan, the Cardi- 
nal’s opinion will not be overiooked. 

Ata recent conference between Cardinal 
Gibbons and Mgr. Satolli in this city the for- 
mer explained the whole situation to the lat- 
ter, and the plan of trial and settlement of the 
troubles was agreed upon. The above is the 
view taken of the matter in the inuer circles 
of the church. Cardinal Gibbons wants it to 
be understood that Mgr. Satolli’s power in the 
matter is supreme. re is a perfectly satis- 
factory understanding between the Pope and 
the primate of the American hierarchy. 

Rocuesrsr, N. I., Dec. 6.— Bishop McQuaid 
of the Diocese of Rochester said ay in ref- 
erence to the powers conferred upon Mgr. 
Satolli by the Pope: The appointment sim- 
ply confers upon Mgr. Satolli the powers of 
an apostolic delegate. Authority of the same 
nature, though perhaps not so great in its 
extent, has been conferred upon American 
Bishops many times before this. In many 
cases where particulars are to be obtained by 
the Pope with extreme difficulty the cases 
have been referred to some delegate, whose 
decision in the matter was final. I do not 
look upon the recent appointment as any- 
thing out of the ordinary rule that I have ex- 
plained.” 


COIN THAT CANNOT BE COUNTERFEITED. 


A Butte City Man Offers to Make Silver 
Dollars for Ninety Cents Apiece, 

Burrs, Mont., Dec. 7.—A strikingly sug- 
gestive letter was today sent to Secretary 
Foster of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment by Supt. Allen of the Butte and Boston 
Mining company of this city. The letter is an 
offer to make any amount of much better 
silver dollars for 90 cents apiece than are at 
present in use. Mr. Allen takes the position 
that, counting silver at 85 cents per ounce, the 
intrinsic value f a silver dollar is only 65.71 
eents. He would put in each dollar 400 grains 
of pure silver, whereas the present dollar con- 
tains only 37144 grains, and he would number 
and letter each coin so that the government 


would not be compelled to redeem duplicates,’ | 


a safeguard now negiected. Mr. Allen says 

he would: reap a profit in coining while the 

rice of silver was anywhere under $129.29. 
e letter adds: 

While it has always been possible to recognize 
counterfeit paper money, the present silver coin 
can be produced at a profit of per cent and a 
coin that cannot be detected. This is true of sil- 
ver moneys, whether 28 or American. Now, 
my proposition is to either withdraw the present 
silver money before the excess becomes so large 
that it will bankrupt the government to redeem 
it or combine with other forei powers who are 
equally in danger and make the old standard of 
value of $129.29. which will make a coin that can- 
not be counterfeited without the use of base metal 
alloy, which is easily detected, and for which the 
government will never have to pay face value. 


In commenting upon the letter the Daily 


Miner says: 

It shows that under the law and the prices as 
they now exist the counterfeiter can make equally 
as good a dollar as is made by the government 
and still accumulate a fabulous fortune. He can 
make a dollar out’of 65 cents worth of silver: with 
$650 worth of silver he can make $1,000, and from 
$650.000 worth of the metal he can reap a profit of 
$350,000. Whether this trick has already been 
played on the government it is impossible for the 
ablest expert tosay, for the counterfeit dollar 
can stand every test and. so far as human mind 


can ascertain, will establish its genuineness. 


POLLED ANGUS CATTLE FROM IOWA, 


Arrival at the Stock-Yards of 242 Head 
from the Farm of Evans & Son.

By W. J. Rolfe, the eminent Shakspearean 
scholar, in the Critic: You urge me to give 
the readers of the Critic some account of my 
visit to Lord Tennyson this last summer. I 
am reluctant to do it because I know how the 
pe himself disliked to have his private life 

agged into print, and particularly to have 
it intentionally or unintentionally misrepre- 
sented. He expressed this feeling very strong- 
ly to me at this very visit, when the conversa- 
tion happened to turn—I forget how—upon 
Sir Edwin Arnold’s article in the Forum for 
last December, describing A Day with Lord 
Tennyson.” The article was friendly and 
eulogistic throughout, though with a charac- 
teristic mingling of self laudation; but the 
poet was seriously vexed at ite misstatements. 
There were at ieast six palpable inaccuracies 
—to use a milder term than he did—in the 
narrative, and some of them cannot be easily 
explained or excused, For instance, Sir 
Edwin tells how Lord Tennyson, 
who walked part of the way 
back to Haslemere with him, “drew up” 
at a point “three-quarters of a mile from his 
gate,” and ssid: “It was on this spot that I 
parted with Gen, Gordon. He said that he 
wanted me to promote the interest of his 
Boys’ home. ‘You in all England,” Gor- 
don exclaimed, ‘are the man to do it.“ 
Sir Edwin says, Lord Tennyson added, ‘I 
wish I were; and this is only a portion of 
the talk on the subject as he reports it. 
„Now,“ said the laureate, in commenting 
upon this, Gen. Gordon was never here in 
his life!“ One can understand that Sir 
Edwin in repeating a conversation might in- 
advertently ascribe to the other party some 
trivial remark whigh he did not make, but 
which was naturally suggested by the subject 
they were talking about, but that he should 
imagine the person stopping at a certain 
place on the road and giving a minute ac- 
count of what a third person said to him at 
that piace when this interview never occurred 
either there or anywhere in the neighborhood 
is to me quite inexplicable. 

For myself, in the little Ishall venture to 
say about my day at Aldworth, I shall at least 
endeavor to tell the simple truth about what I 
saw and heard. I had been invited to make 
the visit before I left home in the latter part 
of July, and on reaching London aftera few 
weeks in Wales, the English Lake District, 
and Scotland, wrote to Mr Hallam 
Tennyson, mentioning two or three 
days on any one of which it would 
be possible for me to accept the in- 
vitation before going to the continent. I add- 
ed that I should return early in October, and 
eould go to Aldworth then, if more agreeable to 
my friends there. I little thought that almost 
the first news I should hear when I came back 
to England would be that Lord Tennyson was 
sick unto death. Fortunately I received a 
oy a reply, ask me to come on the 

rst day I had named, which was the 29th of 
August. 

e morning of that day was cloudy and 
showery after heavy rains in the night, and 
the official predictions were for a continuanze 
of unsettled weather, especially in the south 
of England; but my wife and 1 felt that a day 
at Aldworth would be sunny, whether it were 
rain or shine outside. We took the morning 
express for Haslemere, and were pleasantly 
surprised to find the sky clearmę as we went 
southward. It did not rain again until just 
after we reac Haslemere station on 
our return, when the clouds that had not en- 
tirely dispersed during the day let loose a del-

Lord Tennyson had kindly sent his carriage 
to meet us at the station, and as we ap- 
proached Aldworth we caught a glimpse of 
the familiar iong cloak and slouch hat just 
disappearing around a corner of the house to- 
wards the lawn. We were received by Mr. 
Hallam Tennyson, who soon invited us to 
join his father out of doors. The venerable 
poet welcomed us most cordially, and we 
strolled up and down the lawn for perhaps half 
anhour. We talked about many things, some 
of whiah I cannot recali; and oP whut I do re- 
member there was little that I feel at hberty 
to report here. I congratulated the poet 
upon the good health that allowed him to 
take a constitutional“ upon so dull and chilly 
aday. He replied that he was not thorough- 
ly well, having had a cold for several weeks 
which he couid not get rd of, and which inter- 
fered with his enjoyment of life, indoors and 
out. I am going down hill,“ he added, and 
that is why | cannot go up hill better.” I 
am not sure that I give his exact words here, 
or that I shall do so further on, but in this in- 
stance at least the playful antithesis fixed it- 
selfon my memory. Afterward, I know not 
by what link of suggestion, our talk touched 
upon Hamlet,“ and the poet commented up- 
on the Prince’s brutality in the familiar in- 
terview with Ophelia. He was disposed to ex- 
plain it as due to incipient insanity, though I 
got the impression from what he said subse- 
a that he did not accept the theory that 

amlet became really mad, or at least 
that madness was an important fac- 
tor in Shakspeare’s development of the char- 
acter. I suggested that the Prince’s behavior 
to Ophelia after he had determined to re- 
nounce her might be a cruelty that was meant 
to be kind; that she believed him mad, and 
that he acted the madman, overdoing it in the 
endeavor to show her how hopeless was her af. 
fection. If he loved her with more than the 
love of forty thousand brothers, as he declared 
later, the exaggeration in his abuse of her 
might be partly due tothe struggic against 
himself—the desperate repression of the love 
that would otherwise blaze out afresh. Lord 
Tennyson had his doubts whether this was the 
correct explanation of Hamlet’s harshness, I 
said that at any rate was sure of 
one thing—that it wasa dreadful mistake 
for him to thrust Ophelia out of his life, 
though he did it in the hope of saving her 
from suffering, for the suffering he thus in- 
flicted must be infinif®ly greater than could 
ever come to her as the loving companion of 
his fate, the sharer of his sorrows no lesa than 
of his joys. If he thought of himself rather 
than of her—of the possibility that she might 
in some. way interfere with the discharge of 
tne tremendous duty laid upon hin)—it was no 
less a mistake. 1 reminded the poet of what 
he himself had sung in The Palace ot Art 
(or the introduction to it) that 

He that shuts Love out, in turn shall be 

Shut out from Love, and on her threshold lie 

Howling in outer darkness. 

I think he was gratified by the quotation, 
though he may not have been convinced by 
the argument. 

On the general question of Hamlet’s insan- 
ity I referred to Lowell’s remark that if the 
Prince is mad he is no hero for tragedy; he 
would be a subject for Bedlam, not for the 
stage. “Did Lowell say that?’ asked Lord 
Tennyson; and it seemed to impress him 
much.

I recollect, by the by, that on my former 
visit, when the poet was reading Maud to 
us, and referring at intervals to his treatment 
of the hero’s madness, he incidentally made a 
remark or two in disparagemeut of Shaks-

ically. If I remember right the gist of the 
criticism was that the talk of the dramatist’s 
crazy people was of too random a eharacter, 
lacking the method which professional ob- 
servers detect in madnoess—the connection, 
by disordered association, of ideas that to 
ordinary folk appear entirely disconnected.

CHARACTERISTICS OF MR. GLADSTONE. 


The Boyishness of the Grand old Man” 
—Other Interesting Stories. 

The personality of a great man is always in- 
teresting, and small incidents in his career 
that are known to few often throw more light 
on a man’s character than his public actions 
and utterances. From this point of view the 
following anecdotes about Mr. Gladstone, the 
Prime Minister of England, may be instruc- 
tive. They have not hitherto appeared 
in print. 

About ten years ag I happened to be at 
Portiand, near Weymouth, in Dorsetshire, En- 
gland. Mr. Gladstone was cruising about the 
south coast in Lord Wolverton’s yacht. I 
walked up to the Chesil Beach, a wonderful 


natural formation composed entirely of peb- 
bles, and saw a party of gentlemen and ladies. 
In the midst of them I speedily ized 
Mr. Gladstone, who was gayly attired in a 
light summer suit and white hat, and was the 
life and soul of the party. I watched him 
throwing pebbles into the sea like a school. 
boy, ail unconscious of the fact that two men 
dressed in the uniform worn by the crew of 
the yacht were detectives from Scotland Yard, 
who accompanied him everywhere to protect 
his life from dynamitards, who at that period 
were busy with threatening letters. 

Last year Mr. Gladstone was dining at the 
+ house of a Liberal member of Parliament in 
London, and the guests invited to meet him 
were several members of the House of Lords, 
old friends of his, most of whom had been 
created peers by him, and added to the very 
small number of Liberal peers in the House 
of Lords. After diuner, when the gentlemen 
rose from table to juin the ladies in the draw- 
ing-room, as they were going out Lord Hamii- 
ton of Dalzell, who was in front, drew back, 
saying. After you, Mr. Gladstone.“ The lat- 
ter replied, No, after you. I respect my 
peers; there are so few of them.“ Lord Ham- 
iiton still insisted in drawing back,’ saying, 
„No, after you. I respect my maker.“ 

When the Gladstone Government of 1885- 
86 was engaged in fram ng the Ho ne Rule 
bill, before the matter was brought before 
the whole of the Cabinet, a series of 
preliminary conferences too lace at Ha- 
warden Castle, the seat of the Prime Minis- 
ter. Among those called by him into consul- 
tation were Lord Rosebery, Lord Spencer, 
and Mr. John Morley. The last named was a 

olitieian of a few years’ standing only, and 
his inclusion in the inner circle caused much 
talk. But the omission of Mr, Joseph Cham- 
berlain caused more surprise and much angry 
comment. On the Liberal side he unques- 
tionably stood second only in influence 

power to the Premier, and was 

a member of bis Cabinet. Why, 
then, was he not asked to give his ad- 
vice on the delicate problem of Irish govern- 
ment? True, he had led a semi-revolt against 
his official leaders in the campsign of 1 
and had issued an “‘unauthorized program,’ 
as it was called, which was afterwards modi- 
But this was not suffi- 
cient to explain Mri Gladstone’s marked 
slight. The writer, on authority than which 
there can be no 2 is able to give an ex- 
planation of Mr. ladstone’s conduct; and 
it is important, because there is no doubt 
that it was this which led Mr. Chamberlain, 
who was a Home-Ruler before Mr. Gladstone, 
to oppose the bill and continue ever since to dis- 
play the most bitter and vindictive personal 
opposition to his late chief. The facts are in 
short these: At the commencement of the 
campaign f 1885 Mr. Chamberlain actually 
had the audacity to go to Mr. Gladstone and 
tell him that he was really too old to lead the 
party, and that it was for the best interests of 
the party that he should resign the leadership 
without delay. Mr. Chamberlain must have 
required all the splendid audacity and cool- 
ness with which he is credited to make such a 
request es this. An indignant and 88 
uous refusal, coupled with the answer that he 
would suit the convenience of his party, not 
of Mr. Chamberlain, was Mr. Gladstone’s an- 
swer. This isa sufficient explenation of the 
subsequent conduct of the two men.

As they were 
alone on the Treasury bench Mr. Gladstone 
out of politeness, moved down to where Lo 
Edmond was sitting and entered into conver- 
sation with him. rd Edmond told me he 
didn’t know what to talk about which would 
interest Mr. Gladstone, and by chance he 
mentioned a book of a theological nature just 

ublished, called, I think, Canon Mozley’s 

eminiscences.’’ Instantly the listless attitude 
of the Premier changed. He talked in the 
most wonderfal manner about the great 
churchman of his day, utterly oblivious of 
time and of the Irish debate. After that he 
never passed Lord Edmond, who says, “If 
you want to make a request to Mr. Gladstone, 
talk theology first and he’ll refuse you 
nothing.“ 

Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone were staying at the 
country house of a friend of the writer, and 
in accordance with their usual custom at- 
tended 8 o’clock service, before breakfast, 
at the parish church. Sate out of church 
Mrs. Gladstone was walking off one way when 
Mr. Gladstone called to her, Come this way; 
this is nearest. She replied, I don’t think 
it is very near,” and wanted to argue the 
point. But, an unusual thing for him, he was 
in no mood for arguing, and said, “ We'll 
easily settle this question as to which is the 
shortest way.

WAS WITH CHIEF HENNESSY’S SLAYERS. 


Tale of a French Creole Who Filed from 
Arrest at New Orleans. 

Dunver, Colo., Dec. 7.— There is a man in 
the Arapahoe County jail who admits that he 
belonged to the Mafia Society in New Orleans, 
and wituessed the murder of Chief Hennessy, 
and from his admissions it is evident he took 
a part in it. Remorse and constant brooding 
over the crime have evidently unbalanced his 
mind, and be can no longer keep the secret, 
but told it freely to Chief of Police Howe 
and Policeman G. H. Peterson in the jail last 
night. He is William C. Sauers, a French 
Creole, and is rather young looking. His story 
is that he roomed with four others of the so- 
ciety in a dingy portion of the City of New 
Orleans. He was present in the quarters at 
the meetings when plots of 2 
he says, were made against the C ef 
of Police. He heard their oaths 
and knew their secrets. He went with them 
on the night of the murder, and says he was 
with them when, under cover, they fired the 
fatal shots, and that he participated in he re- 
treat. He managed to make hi but 
his comrades were eaptured and putin jail. 
He left New Orleans and, actuated 5 re- 
morse, has since been a wanderer, finally ar- 
riving in Denver. Sauers did not tell the 
names of the assassins of Chief Hennessy, say- 
ing that he could not remember them, H 
actions, however, belied his words and ‘would 
lead to the belief that he was closely connected 
with the murder.
